Hormel to 


go to UN?

O penly gay San Francisco civic 
ieader and Democratic party ac¬ 
tivist James Hormel will become 
a member of the United States 
delegation to the 51st General Assem¬ 
bly of the United Nations, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 

Delegation appointments are ex¬ 
pected to be announced by President 
Clinton next week, according to a 
spokesman for the United States Mis¬ 
sion to the UN, who referred calls re¬ 
garding appointments to the White 
House public affairs office. 

Hormel was a member of the U.S. 
delegation to the UN Commission on 
Human Rights in 1995. Once a front¬ 
runner to become U.S. Ambassador 
to Fiji, Hormel was nixed for the post 
after expected opposition in confir¬ 
mation hearings from right-wing 
North Carolina Senator Jesse Helms. 

The multi-millionaire heir to the 
Hormel meat-packing fortune, 
Hormel is widely known for his gen¬ 
erous support of local and national 
gay rights causes and AIDS service 
groups. ▼

Gays across America protest DoMA

Washington rally targets 
Christian Coalition, DoMA

W ashington, DC lesbians and gays ral¬ 
lied on Saturday, September 14 against 
the Christian Coalition and the anti¬ 
gay Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA). 
Pride, Faith, and Anger brought together the 
communities of faith, P-FLAG, the Lesbian 


Avengers, and the gay youth group SMYAL. 
The Washington Post reported 600 protesters. 
It was the largest, most spirited action in the 
community in recent years. 

“We take pride in ourselves and in the 
unity within our richly diverse neighbor¬ 
hood,” said organizer Frank Asher. “We make 
it clear that the Christian Coalition does not

“One of the reasons I am here is because of 
David Mixner,” said White. “He reminded 
me of the words of Gandhi: ‘If they ask you 
to postpone justice, and you do ft, they will 
only ask you to postpone it again.’” 

White began his fast and vigil at the 
Capitol on September 1 in an attempt to in¬ 
fluence the Senate vote. After that, he 
moved it to Lafayette Park across, from the 
White House. He had planned to maintain 
it until Clinton either signed or vetoed the 
bill. But plans changed when the timeline 
became muddy. Congress may not actually 
transmit the bill to the White House for 
some time, perhaps weeks. The President 
then has 14 days in which to take action. 

“We thought it would be better to make 
our statement now than to stand here and 
watch our physical and mental health go 
down the tubes while we waited,” said 
White. “We don’t need martyrs, we need 
workers.” 

Steve Michael with ACT UP was among 
those arrested. “There comes a time when a 
President should show some courage. Bill 
Clinton is sufficiently ahead in the polls 
where he can show some courage. Congress 
may even be out of session by then,” so a 
veto could not be overridden. 

Three years ago, during the fight over 
gays in the military, the leaders most close¬ 
ly involved with the Campaign for Military 
Service joined in many of the public 
demonstrations protesting that policy. 28 
people were arrested outside the White 
House, including Tom Stoddard, Mixner, 
and Tim McFeeley, executive director of the 
then Human Rights Campaign Fund. HRC 
has been absent from public protest this 
year. Perhaps it is due to their endorsement 
of Clinton for reelection.

Gay candidate’s 
‘$65K’ question

S ix months after embattled 
Municipal Court judicial 
candidate Matthew Roth¬ 
schild claimed on an “accurate 
and complete” credit card appli¬ 
cation that his annual income was 
$65,000, the attorney swore under 
penalty of perjury in federal 
bankruptcy court that he made 
just $48,000 a year - a difference 
of $17,000. 

Rothschild’s campaign manag¬ 
er Robert Barnes this week flatly 
declined repeated requests by the 
Bay Area Reporter to resolve ques¬ 
tions raised by the financial dis¬ 
crepancy found in a review of 
1990 federal bankruptcy docu¬ 
ments. 

An official at La Follette, John¬ 
son, De Haas, Fensler and Ames 
told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
law firm employed attorney Roth¬ 
schild, 38, from October 1986 
through April 1993, but said she 
was unable to provide any infor¬ 
mation about his salary, unless 
authorized by the candidate. 

Conflicting figures 

Rothschild claimed that his 
annual income was “65K,” accord¬ 
ing to an October 25,1989 Amer¬ 
ican Bar Association Memberline 
MasterCard credit card applica¬ 
tion that forms part of his perma¬ 
nent bankruptcy record. 

The pre-approved ABA credit 
application was for a $5,000 cred-

it line on a Mastercard issued by 
Primerica Bank of Wilmington, 
Delaware. 

But when Rothschild filed the 
Chapter 13 bankruptcy proceed¬ 
ings less than six months later, in 
April 1990, he claimed he earned 
only $48,000 - a difference of 
more than 25 percent - at the law 
firm where he had worked for 
three years. 

That figure is consistent with a 
January 1988 credit application to 
a Burlingame, California loan 
company, which is also included 
in the federal records. In that ap¬ 


plication, Rothschild stated that 
he made a salary of $45,000 a year 
at the firm. Rothschild also 
claimed a $5,000 bonus from the 
firm on the loan application as 
other income. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, Rothschild paid $679 - or 
15 cents on the dollar - to settle 
the debt on the $5,000 ABA 
Primerica credit card, which was 
one of eight unsecured credit card 
and cash loans that he included in 
the 1990 bankruptcy proceedings. 

As previously reported, Roth¬ 
schild also declared bankruptcy 
on nearly $23,000 in unsecured 
student loans obtained for his col¬ 
lege education. He paid less than 
$3,000 to settle that bill, which 
was the largest single debt of a 
$60,000 bankruptcy the candidate 
discharged for about $9,000. 

Although Barnes had widely 
claimed that Rothschild incurred 
the nearly $35,000 credit card 
debt “caring for a sick friend who 
later died of AIDS,” the campaign 
has to date failed to document the 
claim by providing records of ex¬ 
penses. 

The campaign has also failed 
to address the public interest is¬ 
sues raised by the discharge of 
low-interest student loans by a 
practicing professional and candi¬ 
date for public office. 

The openly gay candidate is 
currently on a leave of absence 
from his job as a deputy city at¬ 
torney while campaigning against 
lesbian attorney Kay Tsenin for 
the post. ▼ 


Human Rights 
Commission plans first- 
ever queer youth hearing

N ext Thursday, September 
26, the Human Rights 
Commission will hold a 
public hearing on queer youth. 

According to HRC staffer 
Brian Cheu, “It’s the first queer 
youth hearing in San Francisco, 
and quite possibly the country.” 

The hearing, which will be 
held in the Board of Supervisors 
chambers at 4:30 p.m., will focus 
on five major issues: legal con¬ 
cerns; health; family and housing; 
places to hang out; and schools. 
Youth, as well as service providers 
and government employees, will 
testify with the goal of creating a 
policy document for San Francis¬ 
co regarding queer youth. 

As many as 50 gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, transgender, and question¬ 
ing youth will speak on issues 
ranging from high school experi¬ 
ence to substance abuse and men¬ 
tal health. Thirteen-year-old Gina 
De Vries told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the reason she will testify 
Thursday: “As a young queer 
woman, my needs are not being 
met by the community. Discrimi¬ 
nation is rampant in my school, 
and I feel as queer youth we need 
to be heard by the government 
and community. 


“I don’t deserve to be treated 
like a second-class citizen.” 

Mayor Brown is also expected 
to speak at the hearing, as will San 
Francisco Unified School District 
Superintendent Waldemar Rojas 
and San Francisco Board of Edu¬ 
cation President Steve Phillips. 
The chamber holds 180 people, 
and time will be given at the end 
of the hearing for public com¬ 
ment. 

Teachers’ training 

The idea for a hearing on 
queer youth was born last year 
during the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission LGBT Advisory Commit¬ 
tee’s retreat. Members decided 
that one of two topics they would 
concentrate on during the coming 
year would be youth, and created 
the Youth Task Force. The task 
force then formulated the five is¬ 
sues and began working towards 
specific goals like creating more 
Park and Rec programs for gay 
youth and requiring middle 
school teachers to undergo gay 
sensitivity training. 

In order to produce a master 
plan for the entire city, the task 
force planned the hearing so that 
people from all over the city, rep¬ 
resenting many different agencies 
and communities, can give their 
input. The document, which 


should be printed by the end of 
October, will be a blueprint for 
city agencies, private service 
providers, and schools. A second 
document will also be published 
by next year summarizing the 
hearing and testimony. 

Last year the Human Rights 
Commission held a similar hear¬ 
ing on Transgender Discrimina¬ 
tion. After the hearing there were 
many requests from all over the 
country for the “Finding and Rec¬ 
ommendations” document which 
was produced by the Human 
Rights Commission from the 
hearing. Next week’s hearing is 
modeled after the Transgender 
Discrimination hearing and 
hopes to be just as successful. 

The Youth Task Force has been 
holding planning meetings for the 
hearing during the past year. 
Many community groups, such as 
LYRIC, LYFE, and CUAV, have 
been active in the planning 
process. 

The hearing marks a new era 
of acceptance of gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender youth. 
The Human Rights Commission 
may be attacked by the usual ho¬ 
mophobic right-wing commenta¬ 
tors for “recruiting,” but the hear¬ 
ing will certainly help this under¬ 
served segment of the communi¬ 
ty. ▼ 
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Gay basher’s parents lose 
case against gay lawyer

A convicted gay basher’s par¬ 
ents, in attempting to sue 
the attorney who repre¬ 
sented their son’s victim, suffered 
a setback Tuesday, September 3 
when the state Court of Appeal 
for the Sixth District rejected 
their appeal of a lower court rul¬ 
ing. 

The court ruled the parents’ 
lawsuit was an attempt to prevent 
the gay rights lawyer from dis¬ 
cussing the gay bashing issue. 

In the 1991 incident, 17-year- 
old Joshua Huff of San Jose at¬ 
tacked and injured next door 
neighbor William Kiley, calling 
him “a faggot, queer, and punk” 
as his parents watched but did 
nothing to restrain their son’s 
brutal assault. 

Kiley videotaped the incident 
- which was not the first - at the 
suggestion of his attorney, and 
the incident drew national news 
and other media attention. 

Huff was convicted of assault 
and battery and an anti-gay hate 
crime for the attack, and sen¬ 
tenced to a youth rehabilitation 
facility - but shortly thereafter, 
Huff’s father contacted an attor¬ 


ney and sued Kiley’s lawyer, at¬ 
torney Paul Wotman, for slander, 
libel, and intentional and negli¬ 
gent infliction of emotional dis¬ 
tress for his public comments 
about the case. 

In that lawsuit, Richard and 
Nancy Huff said Wotman’s pub¬ 
lic comments about them on na¬ 
tional television talk shows in¬ 
cluding Oprah, Sally Jesse 
Raphael, Larry King Live, Geraldo 
Rivera, Montell Williams and oth¬ 
ers were “false statements.” 

Wotman, often accompanied 
by Kiley, told the talk show hosts 
and millions of viewers across 
American about the incident, 
and said the Huffs have raised 
their son to be anti-gay; didn’t 
want gays in their neighbor¬ 
hood, or around their family or 
children; had run other gays out 
of the neighborhood; and had 
accused Kiley of assaulting 
Joshua. 

The Huffs said in their lawsuit 
that after Wotman and Kiley ap¬ 
peared on the talk shows, they re¬ 
ceived threatening phone calls, 
hate mail, and one bomb threat. 

In a lower court hearing about 
the lawsuit, Wotman said in his 
defense that he had made no false 
statement about Joshua Huff’s 


parents, and was simply repeating 
the formal record of charges that 
had been filed in a formal civil 
complaint about the anti-gay in¬ 
cidents. 

“They lost in a lower court 
and they lost on the appeal. The 
lawsuit was an attempt to sup¬ 
press public discussion of the 
issue of anti-gay violence and the 
incident involving their son,” 
Wotman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Wotman successfully argued 
to the Court of Appeal that the 
Huffs had filed what legislators 
and the courts call a Strategic 
Lawsuit Against Public Participa¬ 
tion (SLAPP) action against him. 

Such lawsuits are subject to 
dismissal by the courts because 
they are filed for the purpose of 
suppressing freedom of speech or 
right to petition, and violate both 
federal and state constitutional 
rights. 

Last month Wotman was hit 
with a similar lawsuit, by attor¬ 
neys representing a former 
Pasqua Coffee store manager. The 
plaintiff in that suit claims he was 
defamed when Wotman told re¬ 
porters about a former worker’s 
same-sex sexual harassment law¬ 
suit against the manager. ▼ 


Off-duty Muni driver 
charged in anti-gay attack

A Muni bus driver has been 
arrested and faces charges 
of assault with a deadly 
weapon and anti-gay hate crimes 
for allegedly attacking a gay man 
riding the 4 Sutter line in July. 

Wardy Joubert, 42, was arrest¬ 
ed Wednesday, September 11 and 
remains in police custody on the 
charges. His bail was doubled at 
an initial court appearance, and 
set at $100,000 by San Francisco 
Municipal Court Judge Dorothy 
Von Beroldingen. 

Joubert is scheduled to enter a 
plea later this month. 

In the July 12 attack, victim 
Sinrisa “Sonny” Vukic had been 
shopping with a friend down¬ 
town. When the friend got off the 
bus at Van Ness Avenue, the pair 
briefly kissed good-bye. 

Joubert, who was off-duty but 
wearing his Muni uniform, was 
sitting in the back of the bus near 
Vukic and began verbally attack¬ 


ing the young man. 

“You fucking faggots, can’t you 
take this shit home? There are 
kids around. Why don’t you read 
your Bible?” Joubert allegedly 
said, according to reports. 

After his friend got off the bus 
and Vukic told the off-duty driver 
to stop making the anti-gay com¬ 
ments, Joubert grew more threat¬ 
ening - and started swinging. 

“Sonny raised his knees to his 
waist so he could kick him off 
with both feet,” according to 
Vukic’s attorney, Thomas Ray - 
but Joubert came at the young gay 
man again. 

The driver of the Muni bus ig¬ 
nored the incident and continued 
driving and stopping at bus stops, 
although frightened passengers 
disembarked because of the inci¬ 
dent. 

According to Ray, Joubert 
mocked Vukic’s plea that he call 
the police. 

“Every time someone says 
something to you fucking faggots, 
all you want to do is call the po¬ 


lice,” Joubert allegedly said. “Why 
don’t you stand up and handle it 
here?” 

During the attack, Joubert 
punched Vukic several times, and 
grabbed and severely twisted his 
left leg by trying to yank him out 
of his seat. 

The case was charged after a 
retired lawyer who was an eyewit¬ 
ness to the incident wrote a letter 
complaining about it to District 
Attorney Terence Hallinan. 

The DA’s office forwarded the 
complaint to the police hate 
crime unit, which conducted an 
investigation and arrested Joubert 
on the charges. 

Although Muni acting general 
manager Emilio Cruz was not 
available for comment on the dri¬ 
ver’s arrest, the case is being close¬ 
ly watched by public officials, in¬ 
cluding Mayor Willie Brown, ac¬ 
cording to spokesman Dean 
Goodwin, Brown’s liaison for les¬ 
bian and gay community affairs. 

“I’m glad it didn’t take a long 
time for action,” Goodwin said. ▼

New diversity alliance 
forms in Alameda

A new coalition of groups 
called the Alameda Diversi¬ 
ty Alliance has been formed 
in an effort to defeat state Propo¬ 
sition 209, the so-called California 
Civil Rights Initiative (CCRI) on 
November’s ballot. The group will 
hold a kick-off rally to highlight 
its position on local elections this 
Saturday, September 21 in Alame¬ 
da. 

Out on the Island (OOTI), 
Alameda’s gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity action group, has joined 
with other organizations in form¬ 
ing the alliance, said Christine 
Allen, executive board member. 
The other groups include the 
Coalition of Alamedans for Racial 
Equality (CARE), the Organiza¬ 
tion of Alameda Asians (OAA), 
West End Concerned Citizens (a 
group monitoring land use and 
toxic clean-up involved with the 
Naval Air Station conversion), the 
East Bay Central American 
Refugee Committee, and the 
Coalition Against 209, a regional 


group fighting the proposition. 

Allen and other alliance mem¬ 
bers said this is the first time con¬ 
cerned citizens from across the is¬ 
land community are uniting 
around a variety of issues. In ad¬ 
dition to affirmative action, the 
alliance is concerned with racism, 
gay and lesbian rights, the envi¬ 
ronment, housing, and youth. 
The group hopes to educate vot¬ 
ers and question local candidates. 

Another East Bay group, 
Angry White Guys for Affirmative 
Action, will be in Alameda Satur¬ 
day to kick off the rally. The group 
of white men organized to sup¬ 
port affirmative action and to 
fight against CCRI. On Wednes¬ 
day, September 18 they began 
marching in a “Walk of Hope” 
around the East Bay.

A voter registration drive will 
also take place at the rally, with at¬ 
tention focusing on the commu¬ 
nities represented by the alliance. 

Saturday’s rally is a prelude to 
the alliance’s upcoming candi¬ 
dates’ nights that are scheduled 
for October 15 and 22. The “Dec¬ 
laration of Equality” will be 
mailed to local candidates along 
with invitations to participate in 
the forums. T

Castro gets ready to wrap

§. hevy’s, a popular Mexican 
I food restaurant chain, has 
confirmed that by Decem¬ 
ber 1 it hopes to open “Wrap 
Works,” a tortilla-based, burrito- 
style but internationally-flavored 
wrapped foods venture at the 497 
Castro Street site now occupied 
by Rolling Pin Donuts. 

A competing company, “World 
Wraps,” has also applied for a con¬ 
ditional use permit to take over 
the site of Without Reservations, 
a long-time Castro Street diner, 
but could face opposition to the 
permit at an October 10 permit 
hearing, according to Merchants 
of Upper Market & Castro Street 
president Barry Hermanson. 

The Chevy’s corporation 
“Wrap Works” food outlet will 
provide indoor seating and serve 
ten different kinds of fruit smooth¬ 
ies plus beer and wine, if an alco¬ 
hol license is approved, according 
to a Wrap Works spokesman. 

Merchant members of 
MUM&C are concerned about 
the developments, and even 
though the Chevy’s venture is a 


done deal, they still have ques¬ 
tions about the second venture, 
according to Hermanson. 

“There’s nothing that can be 
done about [Rolling Pin] as far as 
I understand,” Hermanson said. 
“Rolling Pin was originally a non- 
conforming business. When they 
move out, there is a three-year 
window of opportunity for an¬ 
other non-conforming business 
to move in.” 

Hermanson refers to condi¬ 
tional use site permits required by 
restaurants and food vendors to 
open in stores that were not ini¬ 
tially used for such purposes, a 
decade-old requirement of the 
Planning Commission that was 
adopted after concerns over the 
glut of restaurants in the area. 

“A possible option for us is to 
request legislation by the Board of 
Supervisors to change the plan¬ 
ning code so that any new busi¬ 
ness that does not conform to the 
planning code or concerns about 
neighborhood businesses can 
come up for review again,” Her¬ 
manson said. 

A World Wraps spokesman 
was unavailable for comment at 
Bay Area Reporter press time. 


“If the request for variance [at 
the site] is not for a fast food 
restaurant, that’s fine. If it is, we 
are opposed to the permit,” Her¬ 
manson said. 

The site is not technically a fast 
food restaurant, according to 
Planning Commission staffer 
Elizabeth Gordon. 

That’s only because, according 
to city planning code language, 
the “fewer than 50 seats, ready to 
eat, limited menu, orders served 
at a customer counter” food ven¬ 
ture occupies less than 1,000 
square feet at the 460 Castro site. 

Similar establishments with 
more than 1,000 square feet are 
considered fast food and not 
ready-to-eat operations. 

The proposed food ventures 
are the latest in a series of changes 
on Castro Street, including an in¬ 
creased tourist presence with the 
re-opening of the F line street car 
and the proliferation of corporate 
franchise and chain stores. 

Critics also charge that there 
are already five existing burrito- 
style food service outlets - 
Amigo’s, Bad Man Jose, Pozole, 
Rosie’s Cantina, and Zapata - in 
the neighborhood. ▼

Record hop 


T his week, after saying he wouldn’t 
buckle under to Republicans’ de¬ 
mands for his medical records, satis- 
fyingly consistent Bill Clinton buckled 
under. It’s nice to know it isn’t only others’ 
freedom and privacy that our president 
considers violable. 

The records absolved Clinton of the 
GOP’s dirtiest and most fervent hope: that 
he had a sexually transmitted disease in his 
past (or present). Now, since they don’t have 
that, they’re probably combing through the 
records for anything embarassing; any day 
now we may learn that after downing a 
whole bag of Olestra potato chips, the prez 
was stricken with that famously indelicate 
side effect, “anal leakage.” 

Still, as silly as the whole thing was/is, it’s 
good to have access to candidates’ records. 
Which brings us to municipal judge candi¬ 
date Matthew Rothschild, whose financial 
records relating to his Chapter 13 bank¬ 
ruptcy are raising a few questions. 

Bankruptcy in America has been rising 
since Reagan introduced trickle-down eco¬ 
nomics, and is no longer the deeply shame¬ 
ful event it once was. That’s probably good, 
since most who file for it are honest, hard¬ 
working people who have been unable to 
keep pace with the last two decades of so¬ 
cial and economic Darwinism. In Roth¬ 
schild’s case, however, there is the matter of 
a man using federally-backed student loans 
to become a professional attorney - with a 
starting salary higher than many B.A.R. 
readers will ever see - and then defaulting 
on that loan. 

What is so interesting is that Rothschild’s 
debt-to-annual-income ratio was extraordi¬ 
narily low: either 1:1.25 (based upon the an¬ 
nual income figure he gave the bankruptcy 
court) or 1:0.93 (using the figure he gave a 
credit card company a few months earlier). 
Most people would find it hard to justify 
Chapter 13 based upon either of those fig¬ 
ures, and impossible to get student loans 
written off under those circumstances. 


Rothschild did, and we aren’t 
saying there’s anything illegal about 
bankruptcy in and of itself, but even 
mentioning the topic seems to 
make his campaign staff go 
ballistic. And adding the dis¬ 
crepancy between his salary 
figures - which, if based'on intentionally 
false statements, is at least a misdemeanor - 
turns Rothschild’s campaign manager 
Robert Barnes into a veritable Rumplestilt- 
skin, stamping his foot and faxing scrawled 
missives to the B.A.R. office claiming he isn’t 
bound to answer our questions. 

And that is how small questions develop 
into large questions. 

Barnes’s refusal to address the issue is, he 
told another paper, based on campaign con¬ 
tributions made and lent to Rothschild’s 
opponent. It is true the publisher and many 
other employees of the B.A.R. have a long - 
and proud - tradition of giving money to 


candidates, from presidential con¬ 
tenders to Barnes’s own clients in 
^ local races. (At least two of whom 
are mentioned in this week’s 
paper, and none of whom have 
ever rejected our financial 
support on any grounds in the 
past.) And despite what Barnes would like 
to imply, the reporting is based on facts, not 
on personalities. 

The thing is, we are also citizens and vot¬ 
ers here in San Francisco, and the same 
thought processes that lead us to support 
candidates editorially also frequently make 
us want to support them in other ways. We 
wish American politics didn’t run on vast 
sums of money, but they do, and we are un- 
apologetic for getting involved. It is, in fact, 
something we think more people should 
think about doing, if they can afford it. 

Just don’t drive yourself into bankruptcy 
doing it. T

Hawaiian wedding songs: Will 
you help to pay for the tune?

he gay community, its political orga- 
,/ nizations, and allies have gone on the 
4< offensive to defeat well-known anti¬ 
gay national figures, such as Jesse Helms 
and Newt Gingrich. Laudable as these po¬ 
litical goals are, the political contests that 
will have the greatest impact on gay rights 
on a national scale may well be a handful of 
local races for the Hawaii State Senate. Yet 
these races, which will have far-reaching 
consequences, have yet to garner the atten¬ 
tion or enthusiasm that marks the fights 
against Helms and Gingrich. 

Hawaii stands a very real chance within 
the next year and a half of being the first 
state in the nation to legalize same-gender 
marriage. The legal foundation for the 
ground-breaking court case of Baehr v. 
Miike (originally Baehr vs Levinson) is the 
equal rights clause of the Hawaii State Con¬ 
stitution, which bans discrimination on the 
basis of sex. The Hawaii Supreme Court has 
ruled that unless the state can show “com¬ 
pelling” cause to restrict marriage to a man 
and woman, that ban will be overturned on 
the basis of sex discrimination. 

Legal experts agree the state has virtual¬ 
ly no chance of demonstrating compelling 
cause, and that the Hawaii Supreme Court 
will rule in favor of gay marriage. The most 
serious obstacle in the way of this positive 
outcome is that the Hawaii State Constitu¬ 
tion may be amended to specifically pro¬ 
hibit same-sex marriage, which would im¬ 
mediately defeat the case. Such fears are 
well-founded. During the legislative session 
the religious right fought an intensive, high 
profile, expensive lobbying and media cam¬ 
paign for the anti-gay amendment, out- 


spending the progressive forces by at least 
ten to one. 

The fight is not over yet: we face a seri¬ 
ous challenge this fall. Mormon, Catholic, 
and other religious and right-wing opposi¬ 
tion forces are pouring hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars into campaigns to defeat 
candidates who voted to support equal 
marriage rights, and to reelect the legisla¬ 
tors who led the fight to amend the con 
stitution against gay citizens. 

Twenty-two Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives who recorded votes for 
equal marriage rights are up for re- 
election in 1996. Several key sup¬ 
porters face serious, well-financed 
opponents who will make the elec¬ 
tion a referendum on 
equal marriage rights, 
both in the Sept. 21 pri¬ 
mary and in the Nov. 5 
general election. Perhaps 
most in need of our support in the Senate 
are Judiciary Committee chair Rey Graulty, 
who drew upon his own experiences of eth¬ 
nic discrimination to demand fairness to 
same-sex couples; and Brian Sanno, a faith¬ 
ful ally who has supported equal marriage 
rights with every vote. Senate President 
Norman Mizuguchit, who crafted the orig¬ 
inal employment non-discrimination bill, 
is also up for reelection. 

We also have some opportunities to de¬ 
feat a number of reactionary incumbents, 
such as Milton Holt, who led the anti-gay 
forces in the Senate. Most notable among 
the challengers are Suzanne Chun Oakland, 
an unwavering ally in the House who is 
mounting a strong challenge to Holt; and 
Jackie Young, who defied the House leader¬ 
ship to support us, and who now faces a 
Senate Judiciary member who has cast more 


votes against equal marriage rights than 
anyone else. 

Besides these local races, Hawaii’s two 
members of Congress, Patsy Mink and Neil 
Abercrombie, have been among the nation’s 
strongest supporters of gay rights and both 
voted against the so-called “Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act.” Both are being aggressively chal¬ 
lenged by well-funded conservative candi¬ 
dates who vigorously oppose equal mar¬ 
riage rights. 

A few political contests in a small, far-off 
state that most view only as a 
sunny vacation spot might seem 
trivial or inconsequential. Yet 
these races, by tipping the bal¬ 
ance for or against the constitu¬ 
tional amendment to sin¬ 
gle out and deny gay peo¬ 
ple the civil and human 
right to marry, will have 
repercussions far beyond 

the state. 

The Alliance for Equal Rights and the 
Hawaii Equal Marriage Project held a re¬ 
ception on August 24, raising about $20,000 
for these and other supportive candidates. 
While this was the largest sum raised by a 
single gay activist event in Hawaii, it pales 
next to the Religious Right’s war chest. One 
leading marriage opponent recently raked 
in $100,000 at a single dinner! 

We urge all who support gay rights and 
equal marriage rights to vigorously support 
this effort.

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The Cafe responds 

I’m writing this in response to the [Sept. 5] letter 
“Rude to heteros.” To start off, there are always two 
sides to every storyi my side has three witnesses plus 
the two bartenders that were involved in the incident. 

Damon did come into The Cafe at 7:30 with his 
friends, and they did attempt to buy a round of 
drinks, but the bartender could not get an order from 
the female because she would not quit laughing. Be¬ 
cause of this and observing the guy she was with, both 
bartenders determined that she and her friend had 
too much already and they would not serve them. The 
bartender then took Damon aside (knowing him 
from dating a past employee) and explained to him 
the reason they would not be served. At this point, as 
she was talking to Damon, the straight couple started 
to make out. It was not a casual kiss. The bartender 
then asked them to please stop, plus they were stand¬ 
ing in her service station. They asked why. She ex¬ 
plained we have a no straight couple make-out poli¬ 
cy. They asked why again. She told them a lot of gay 
people find it offensive when straight people come 
into a gay bar and start to make out, it’s like throwing 
it in our face and saying we can go anywhere we want 
and make out. Straight people have hundreds of bars 
to go to in the city. Gay people do not. We just ask 
them to go to one of their own if they wish to con¬ 
tinue. At this point the argument ensued, the bounc¬ 
er was there and asked them to leave. There was never 
a big scene. 

#1. The next day I received a note from 
Damon with a list of five names that he de¬ 
manded I apologize to and also the Patio 
Cafe (I guess they all work there.) If I 
didn’t they would call the ACLU and sue 
us. He did not take it to an asst, manager 
because there isn’t one. The bartender 
he took it to said he was very rude and 
demanding. 

#2. I did go to the Patio Cafe and 
tried to talk to the owner, not to apolo¬ 
gize but to ask why they felt the need to set The Cafe’s 
policies. Because of the way the note was written I 
thought it stated I owed an apology to The Patio Cafe. 
The owner was not there. I did speak to a woman who 
told me she was as close to a manager as there was. 
She knew what was going on, but the Patio was not 
involved. She told me she was straight and didn’t un¬ 
derstand. I left my card and asked for someone to call; 
no one did. 

#3. To say that The Cafe discriminates against any¬ 
one is ludicrous and irresponsible. We have by far the 
most diverse patrons of any bar in the city, if not the 
country.

Real reform 

As both primary political parties scramble for 
overlapping parcels of the “political center,” there are 
yet more of an obvious samenesses than there are real 
differences between them. Both have promised solu¬ 
tions for several decades, and yet every four years we 
find politics, the economy, and society remain bro¬ 
ken. It may be unrealistic to expect those folks who 
have gotten us into this mess to get us out. Just as we 
are unlikely as promised to be able to grow or design 
ourselves out of the problems we’ve designed and 
grown (groan) ourselves into. 

Giving the national electorate a voice, not the last 
word, but a voice in ratifying national legislation 
would help take unresponsive special interest politics 
out of our national problem solving machinery. 

This could be done by shifting the legislative rati¬ 
fication authority of the House of Representatives to 
the national electorate; i.e. the People, the citizenry, 
as in government of, by, and for the people. Secured 
telephone and electronic voting makes this possible, 
and makes some aspects of indirect “representative” 
government (by proxy) redundant and unnecessary. 
This minor change in our Constitution or governing 
policy would reap huge dividends in reinvigorating 
and democratizing American democratic govern¬ 
ment. It would give the citizens a direct voice in their 
national affairs and in addressing issues such as wel¬ 
fare reform, campaign finance reform, Congression¬ 
al pay, perks, and pensions, government reform, and 
other major political, social, and economic issues of 
the day. The national electorate under this reformed 
government would share an equal voice with the Pres¬ 
idency, the Senate and the Courts in balancing the 
checks on self-governance. The national electorate’s 
direct voice in national government would give new 
and validating meaning to the platitudes about “gov¬ 
ernment of, by, and for the people.” 

But, of course, we could continue with the existing 
“representative” self-government by proxy or what 
looks like, walks, and talks like political musical 
chairs, naively expecting different results from the 
same repetitive behavior. Or, we could opt for real 
government reform, where Americans have a shared 
voice directly in their national government. My bet is 
that given an opportunity, the majority of Americans 
would vote for an equal and direct voice in their na¬ 
tional government.

Owed an apology 

Mr. Marcus has done a dishonor to himself and an 
extreme disservice to our community by attacking the 
commitment of Leslie Ewing, President of the Board 
of the AIDS Emergency Fund. I suggest he apologize 
graciously, sincerely, publicly ... and immediately. 

In his September 5th column, Mr. Marcus im¬ 
pugned Leslie’s commitment to our community sim¬ 
ply because she did not attend a leather event at the 
Eagle. Ironically, as part of his illogical criticism, he 
cited that several other AEF directors and officers 
were there ... which may in fact be precisely why 
Leslie was not there. There are many, many events in 
our community every night, and efficiency in repre¬ 
senting an organization calls for a good activist/board 
president to establish that her organization is well 
represented at as many as possible. In fact, Leslie at¬ 
tended a leather event the Thursday your paper con¬ 
taining that damaging column came out, and her re¬ 
ception was chilly. She deserves to be honored, not 
cold-shouldered. She has given years of her life to the 
AIDS movement and to working with the leather 
community. 

I have known Leslie for nine years, since we be¬ 
came members of the same affinity group for the 
1987 March on Washington/Supreme Court civil dis¬ 
obedience. Even at that time, she was involved in 
AIDS work. She had been involved in AIDS work con¬ 
tinuously ever since, ALL on an unpaid basis. She had 
donated thousands of dollars to our movement. She 
was Northern California organizer/Board rep for the 
1993 March on Washington. 

Some of you may know my own history of queer 
activism over the same nine years, I trust some of you 
will view my defense of Leslie as that of both a friend 
and someone who’s earned the right to speak up 
about community issues. Leslie and I live but a few 
blocks apart, so we tend to keep in touch. Leslie has 
been to literally dozens of leather AIDS fundraisers in 
her time as AEF Board President, and to countless 
such events over her years of AIDS activism.

It may not even meet with her ap¬ 
proval. I write on my own behalf, from a sense of jus¬ 
tice. 

It does not become our community to attack each 
other needlessly. I could choose right now to attack 
Mr. Marcus ad hominem for some of his well-known 
biases, but instead I have chosen to focus on the facts. 
The facts show that the allegations made in his col¬ 
umn were unwarranted, baseless, and tremendously 
unfair. Tragically, his attack may hurt the fundraising 
efforts of the AEF; I hope not, which is why I write to 
ask for a retraction of those comments.

Stop the sniping 

The September 5 B.A.R. presents fascinating food 
for thought for those concerned about the future of 
our AIDS service organizations (ASOs). 

First, George “White Eagle” Gladish (“Mailstrom”) 
expresses his appreciation for the volunteers who 
sprang into action in the 1980s to aid their HIV+ 
brethren, then expanded their efforts to serve the 
broader AIDS community. But Gladish laments that 
some ASOs have now become “AIDS Industrial Com¬ 
plexes” run by “AIDS opportunists” while the caring 
men and women who built these agencies move on 
to other, less “corporate” service jobs. 

Then we come to Mr. Marcus, who reports that at 
least six (count ’em, six!) present and former AIDS 
Emergency Fund board members attended the 
Leather Daddy’s Boy benefit at the Eagle, but com¬ 
plains that Leslie Ewing (the AEF’s “so-called ‘leather 
president’”) was nowhere to be seen. Poor Marcus - 
he doubts that Ewing truly shares his craving for 
cowhide, and doesn’t understand why she can’t attend 
more than one fundraiser at a time. (For the record, 
Ewing showed up at three separate AEF events a few 
Sundays ago, including a leather affair at the Eagle.) 

To date the AEF seems to have fought off the 
“AIDS Industrial Complex” syndrome that Gladish 
describes. Its tiny staff is headed by an office manag¬ 
er who began years ago as a volunteer, it has no exec¬ 
utive director, and it’s governed by a volunteer board 
whose composition is supposed to reflect the diverse 
community the agency serves - men, women, and 
children of all races throughout the Bay Area. Mar¬ 
cus needs to get over the notion that the AEF is a 
“leather” organization, important as that communi¬ 
ty’s support is. 

“Together we have the power to make a difference!” 
says Gladish. Indeed! Let’s start by putting a stop to 
small-minded sniping. Ewing is the kind of volunteer 
Gladish values - she donates an astonishing amount 
of her time to run a major agency, because she cares. 
Should we care if her brassieres are leather or lace?

Clinton and Dole 
first debate Sept. 25 in St. Louis; 
then Oct. 9 in St. Petersburg, 
Florida; and finally Oct. 16 in Sari 
Diego.

U t Takes a Lot to Laugh, It Takes 
, a Train to Cry Dept.: So here 
It we have the official dueling 
soundbites of the 1996 presiden¬ 
tial election: what (who) it takes to 
raise a child. We have President 
Bubba saying it takes a village to 
raise a child, Bobdole (pro¬ 
nounced as one word) saying it 
takes a family to raise a child, and 
even a special Chicago convention 
version - the First Lady Bountiful 
saying it takes a gorilla to raise a 
child. Myself, I say bring back Dan 
Quayle - that would spark a one- 
size-fits-all observation that it 
takes a family to raise a village 
idiot. 

As we hold our noses for the 
next two months, you can count 
on this space to stay the course in 
calling for a plague on both their 
houses. I know there are differ¬ 
ences between the two major par¬ 
ties and their candidates. No party 
with a plank calling for a constitu¬ 
tional amendment outlawing 
abortion will ever get my vote.

ily law to work with the intricacies 
of lesbian family life, and halting 
Governor Windsock’s thinly- 
veiled attempt to mandate hetero¬ 
sexuality for adoptive parents. 

But noooooooo - the supersti¬ 
tious, hysterical fixation on a “ho¬ 
mosexual environment” as toxic to 
child development continues to 
trump common sense and ob¬ 
served reality. Sharon Bottoms has 
been worn down to the point of 
agreeing to letting her son live 
with his grandmother, asking only 
for weekend custody without her 
lover having to make herself 
scarce.

ingerprints are the ultimate 
identifiers. A fetus acquires 
its unique fingerprint pat¬ 
tern five months before birth, and 
the pattern remains unchanged 
from then until death. Just in the 
United States, millions of finger¬ 
print records now reside in com¬ 
puterized data banks, ready to be¬ 
tray their owners’ criminal activi¬ 
ties at the flick of a cyber-switch. 
Heaven forbid that they could 
also be used to identify queers. 

Well, they can’t, but a study 
published in 1994 suggested that 
there is a connection between fin¬ 
gerprint patterns and sexual ori¬ 
entation. This work was done by 
Jeff Hall and Doreen Kimura of 
the University of Western Ontario. 

Hall and Kimura counted the 
number of ridges on the fingers of 
the left and right hands. Most 
people have more ridges on the 
fingers of the right hand than the 
left hand, but this rightward bias 
is more marked among men than 
in women. Thus the “average” 
pattern among women is closer to 
left-right equality than it is for 
men. And among those people 
who have the less common left- 
biased asymmetry, women are 
strongly over-represented. 

The Canadian researchers 
found that gay men are on aver¬ 
age left-shifted in their finger- 
ridge counts, compared with 
straight men. The shift is far from 
“diagnostic”: in fact, the majority 
of gay men are still right-biased. 
But looking at large samples, it is 
clear that the “average” pattern for 
gay men is closer to left-right 
equality than it is for straight 
men, and that among the minor¬ 
ity of men who are left-biased, gay 
men are over-represented. There¬ 
fore, the researchers argue, 
processes operating early in fetal 
life, when sex differences are being 
set up, have something to do with 
a man’s ultimate sexual orienta¬ 
tion. The researchers did not re¬ 
port on lesbians. 

In 1995, Geoff Sanders and his 
colleagues at London Guildhall 
University in England announced 
more findings on fingerprints. 
They tested a large number of 
children (aged 6 to 8) on tasks at 
which boys typically do better 
(throwing) and tasks at which fe¬ 
males do better (fast manipula¬ 
tion of nearby objects). They 
found that the children who had 
more finger ridges on their right 
hands did better on the throwing 
task, regardless of whether they 
were male or female. Conversely, 
the individuals who were left-bi¬ 
ased in their fingerprint patterns 
did better on the fast manipula¬ 
tion task, again regardless of their 
sex. So fingerprint asymmetry is 
linked independently to three dif¬ 
ferent traits: biological sex, sexual 
orientation, and cognitive perfor¬ 
mance. 

According to Kimura, this link 
between bodily asymmetry and 
mental characteristics is not lim¬ 
ited to the fingers. She has report¬ 
ed that men whose right testicle is 
larger than their left testicle, as 
well as women whose right breast 
is larger than their left breast, do 
better that left-biased men and 
women on tasks at which men are 
usually superior. Conversely, men 
and women whose testicles or 
breasts show the opposite, left-bi¬ 
ased asymmetry do better on 


tasks at which women usually 
excel. 

As yet, there’s no detailed ex 
planation for how this 
link between the mind 
and the body comes 
about. The common 
thinking, though, is 
that the male sex hor¬ 
mone, testosterone, is a key player. 
It may be that the high levels of 
testosterone in early fetal life not 
only drive the development of the 
brain in a “male-typical” direc¬ 
tion, but also promote the growth 
of the right side of the body, while 
low levels of testosterone permit 
the brain to develop in a “female- 
typical” direction and the body to 
develop in a more symmetrical 
fashion. 

In this connection, it’s worth 
mentioning that symmetry of fa¬ 
cial features is known to be a key 
ingredient of physical attractive¬ 
ness. According to a study by Ken 



Zucker and his colleagues 
at the Clarke Institute of Psychi¬ 
atry in Toronto, highly gender- 
nonconformist boys 
(who likely will be¬ 
come gay men) are 
rated as significantly 
more attractive than 
other boys, when 
judged “blindly” by adult men 
and women. And there’s a com¬ 
mon belief (unsubstantiated by 
data) that gay men are better¬ 
looking than straight men. So 
could it be that the same biologi¬ 
cal processes that make us guys 
queer also give us the good looks 
to go with it? T

DoMA/ENDA 
media round-up 

Media frenzy over same-sex marriage

D uring this dizzying week, in 
which the Hawaii case for 
same-sex marriage got un¬ 
derway and the Senate over¬ 
whelmingly passed the anti-gay 
Defense of Marriage Act (DoMA) 
and barely defeated the Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA), the media finally began 
discussing same-gender marriage 
en masse. In addition to front¬ 
page coverage in such major 
newspapers as The New York 
Times, USA Today, and the Los 
Angeles Times, following are some 
of the highs of what has been gen¬ 
erally positive gay marriage re¬ 
portage (though ENDA coverage 
was practically invisible): 

• The September 16 Newsweek 
column “My Turn” features “Mar¬ 
riage As We See It,” by openly gay 
author Chris Glaser, which is a 
personal, Christian defense of 
same-sex marriage. 

• Columnist Rob Morse of the 
San Francisco Examiner articu¬ 
lately attacks DoMA in a Septem¬ 
ber 11 article, stating “this whole 
thing would be a joke if it weren’t 
a slap in the face to honest, loving 
people.” 

• A September 10 Boston Globe 
editorial states that DoMA “is a 
bad law and does not deserve to 
pass,” and continues, “there is no 
rational argument for discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation in the workplace.” 

• On September 5, the 
Philadelphia Inquirer called 
DoMA “an election-year special 
with an appalling amount of gay¬ 
bashing rhetoric behind it.” 

• In Iowa, the September 9 
Sioux City Journal ran a Scripps 
Howard “Point/Counterpoint” 
about gay marriage with essays by 
the anti-DoMA, pro-gay Presi¬ 
dent of PFLAG Mitzi Henderson 
and pro-DoMA, anti-gay Gary 
Bauer, president of the virulantly 
homophobic Family Research 
Council. 

• The September 10 Trenton 
(New Jersey) Times included an 
essay by April Martin, Ph.D., that 
explained the critical connection 
between the legal protection of 
same-sex marriage and the best 
interests of children of lesbian 
and gay parents. 

• A September 6 Orlando Sen¬ 
tinel op-ed entitled “Pedophilia Is 
Condition Quite Unlike Being 
Gay” dismantles an age-old lie 
about gay men, and explains how 
the myth is being used as a cheap 
scare-tactic in the debate over 
same-sex marriage. 

Forbes’ high tech column 
is low brow 

In the September 9 issue of the 
money magazine Forbes, writer 
Peter Huber decries what he sees 
as a loss of worker productivity. 
He points a finger at technology, 
affirmative action and protections 
of lesbians and gay men in the 
workplace. Claiming that he is 
speaking a truth “politically un¬ 
speakable,” he states that “hiring, 
Firing, and promotion revolve 
around gender, ethnicity, age, 
handicap, sexual orientation, and 
liability lawyers- everything ex¬ 
cept the ability to read, write, and 


figure.” 

In the midst of a heated debate 
on the floor of the Senate about 
workplace protections for lesbians 
and gay men, Huber’s flip com¬ 
ments are a low blow that is un¬ 
founded but politically expedi¬ 
ent. Perhaps when he wails 
about today’s “dumb-down so¬ 
ciety” he is speaking re 
flexively. 

Tell Forbes that 
Huber is not only out 
of step with society in 
opposing workplace 
protections, his minor¬ 
ity-baiting comments 
are offensive and un¬ 
warranted. Perhaps if 
Forbes wants America to “smart 
up,” they should start with their 
own writers.

Nightline asks and tells 
about Hawaii military 
witch hunt 

The September 11 edition of 
ABC’s Nightline investigated the 
aggressive violations of “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell” at Honolulu’s 
Hickam Air Force Base and 
brought to light an admission of 
guilt from one of the military’s 
current anti-gay policy’s chief ar¬ 
chitects. On the program, Charlie 
Moskos, a sociologist who helped 
formulate “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell, 
Don’t Pursue” and has generally 
been unsympathetic to the issues 
of lesbians and gay men in the 
military, stated that the events in 
Hawaii are in complete violation 
of the policy. 

In addition, Nightline gave an 
extensive background of persecu¬ 
tion against lesbians and gay men 
in the military since 1992 and in¬ 
terviewed both Dixon Osburn 
and Kirk Childress of Service- 
members Legal Defense Network 
(SLDN), an organization advocat¬ 
ing for the protection of gay peo¬ 
ple in the military. The only criti¬ 
cism is ABC’s low estimate of the 
number of servicemembers dis¬ 
charged last year. Nightline re¬ 
ported nearly 200 less than the 
Dept, of Defense figure of 722 gay 
discharges for fiscal year 1995.

men. Whining that “this T.J. Maxx 
thing” is ruining business for his 
“gorgeous creations,” the designer 
throws a fit while his less effemi¬ 
nate assistant tries to calm him. 
The assistant condescends to him 
in a weary voice because, like a 
pouting child, the designer is in¬ 
capable of caring for himself. 
After the assistant tries to reassure 
him that he’s “still the golden 
boy,” the designer throws a hand 



to his head, pronouncing, “It’s of¬ 
ficial- I have a migraine.” Hun¬ 
dreds of people nationwide called 
GLAAD’s AlertLine (1-800-GAY- 
MEDIA) and e-mailed AlertLine 
Online to complain about this 
patently offensive commer¬ 
cial. 

In a telephone con¬ 
versation with GLAAD, 
Sherry Lang, T.J. 
Maxx’s public relations 
director, expressed re¬ 
gret for the spot, ac¬ 
knowledging that it 
contained “misleading 
representations.” She 
assured GLAAD that 
the commercial had 
been pulled from all markets and 
claimed that the spot was only set 
to run through September 11. Ms. 
Lang then praised her company’s 
“positive attitude towards diversi¬ 
ty” and said that the commercial 
“never intended to dishonor any 
group or individual.” 

Please write to T.J. Maxx and 
encourage them to make good on 
their word by issuing a formal 
public apology to the nation’s les¬ 
bian and gay community. Addi¬ 
tionally, write to Ingalls, Quinn 
and Johnson, the ad agency re¬ 
sponsible for this reprehensible 
commercial.

f ice presidential nominee 
Jack Kemp delivered an ad¬ 
dress Saturday, September 

14 at the Christian Coalition’s an¬ 
nual meeting in Washington that 
was part political pep rally for Re¬ 
publican presidential nominee 
Bob Dole and part sermon - and, 
in a surprise move, so did Dole 
himself, who had earlier said he 
would not attend. 

In his appearance before the 
coalition, Dole said with his dis¬ 
tinctive linguistic smoothness, “I 
was just driving by - and saw all 
the cars - and just happened to be 
in the neighborhood.” 

Dole sounded now-familiar 
themes of invigorating the war 
against drugs, ending the union’s 
“hammer lock” on education, giv¬ 
ing the schools back to the teach¬ 
ers and parents, and his proposed 

15 percent tax cut and $500 a 
child tax credit. 

“I am convinced that we can 
cut taxes and balance the budget 
at the same time and we’re going 
to do it in a Dole-Kemp adminis¬ 
tration,” Dole said. 

In his address, Kemp quoted 
from the Bible and related the 
teachings of Jesus to emphasize 
the importance of Christianity 
and civil duty. 

“The laws of the United States 
and this great democracy are 
predicated on the idea that the 
government has no authority ex¬ 
cept that which has been given it 
from above and delegated to it by 
the people,” he said. 

As for his running mate, Kemp 
said, “I’ve never seen Bob Dole to 
break his word. I’ve never seen 
him walk away from a fight for 
principle; I’ve never seen him be¬ 
tray the values of his youth, the 
values of his life, duty, patriotism, 
love of family, and love of God.”

didate Ross Perot addressed the 
first day of the Christian Coalition 
meeting Friday, receiving only a 
lukewarm response to his views 
on politicking and education. 

Perot accepted the invitation 
to speak despite his shaky rela¬ 
tions with the organization, which 
has sharply criticized his pro¬ 
abortion rights stance. 

Perot, sensing bitterness over 
the 1992 election from the audi¬ 
ence, said, “I bet a good many 
people in this- audience honestly 
believe I elected Bill Clinton in 
1992.” Perot’s challenge seemed to 
wake the sleepy crowd, which re¬ 
acted with a vicious roar. 

“See, see,” Perot said as the 
jeers intensified. “No smooth 
politician would have given you 
the chance to react that way.” 

President Clinton was also in¬ 
vited, but chose not to appear. 

Joe Lockhart, spokesman for 


the Clinton-Gore campaign, said 
Dole’s appearance at the coalition 
was a sign coalition founder Pat 
Robertson is running the Dole 
campaign. 

In a statement, Lockhart said: 
“We now know who’s in charge of 
the Dole/Kemp team. First, the 
Kemp nomination was held up 
waiting for Pat Robertson’s per¬ 
sonal approval. Now after weeks 
of telling the Christian Coalition 
he could not attend their meet¬ 
ing, Bob Dole just happened to 
show up after Robertson said it 
would take ‘a miracle from 
Almighty God’ to win this elec¬ 
tion.” 

Lockhart said that in a Dole 
administration “when Pat Robert¬ 
son says jump, President Dole will 
say how high. America can’t af¬ 
ford going into the 21st century 
with Pat Robertson calling the 
shots.” ▼

trum was the elderly, diminutive 
Sister Mariah dressed in her habit, 
who said, “We are taught not to 
judge.”

‘Jesus loves us 

The group was led by “The 
DoMA Nine,” those arrested the 
previous day at the White House 
for protesting DoMA and urging 
President Clinton to veto the bill. 
It was led by Reverend Mel White, 
Justice Minister for the Metropol¬ 
itan Community Church. 

They marched up Connecticut 
Avenue to the Washington Hilton, 
where the Christian Coalition was 
holding its annual “Road to Vic¬ 
tory” convention. “Anti-lesbian, 
anti-gay/Born-again bigots go 
away,” and “Separate/Church and 
state,” were two of the more pop¬ 
ular chants.

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Churches blast Christian 
Coalition voter guides

voters’ guide put out by the 
right wing Christian Coalition 
is misleading, omitting critical 
congressional votes on poverty, 
hunger, and health programs, 
church groups and Senate Democ¬ 
rats said Friday, September 13. 

Dr. William Phillipe, a Presby¬ 
terian minister, said he objected to 
the “arrogance in the name of 
Christ” of one Christian attempt¬ 
ing to dictate to other groups. 

“They certainly don’t speak for 
the council,” concurred Rev. Archie 
Lamone, of the National Council 
of Churches. The group represents 
33 Christian denominations, with 
an estimated 40 million members. 

United Church of Christ Rev¬ 
erend Jay Litner complained the 
guides were “blatantly” biased 
against Democrats and urged 
churches to shun the guides. 

Litner said he was not endors¬ 


ing either the Democratic of Re¬ 
publican parties, but was under¬ 
scoring a basic unfairness in guides 
that traded on the label “Christian.” 

Senate Democratic leaders 
agreed, writing in a letter to the 
coalition’s chiefs, Reverend Pat 
Robertson and Ralph Reed, 
“Missing from recent Christian 
Coalition voter guides and score- 
cards are any votes relating to 
such Christian themes as provid¬ 
ing food, shelter and health care 
to the poor or disabled.” 

“We’re not quite sure how a 
vote on the line-item veto or in¬ 
creased spending on the Star Wars 
weapon systems fits into any reli¬ 
gious agenda, “ said Sen. Byron 
Dorgan, D-N.D., of the coalition’s 
guide. He released a list of ten sug¬ 
gested votes the coalition include. 

“We think those votes ought to 
be reflected in the voter scorecard 
distributed by any group that says it 
is concerned about advancing tra¬ 
ditional Christian values,” he said. 


Among votes recommended 
are those the Congress cast on con¬ 
tinuing Medicaid health coverage 
for the disabled, poor children and 
pregnant women, retaining food 
stamps, boosting the minimum 
wage, retaining or increasing tax 
breaks for families bordering on 
poverty, and prohibiting U.S. arms 
shipments to countries that violate 
human rights. 

But the list does not call for in¬ 
cluding the final vote on a recently 
approved GOP welfare reform bill 
that would largely dismantle the 
current welfare system, transform¬ 
ing it into block grants administered 
by the states and ending a 61-year- 
old guarantee of assistance. Reli¬ 
gious organizations were among the 
most vocal critics of the measure, 
arguing that it cut the safety net, es¬ 
pecially for poor children. 

The coalition, occupied with 
its annual conference in Washing¬ 
ton, could not be immediately 
reached for comment. ▼

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Bombshells and bomb threats in Hawaii case

A bomb threat interrupted 
testimony Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 11 in the opening 
day of the landmark case that 
could require the state of Hawaii 
to allow gay and lesbian couples 
to marry. 

The First Circuit Court in 
Honolulu was evacuated for 
about two hours after someone 
phoned in the threat. 

It was not clear whether the 
threat was linked to the case being 
heard by state Circuit Court Judge 
Kevin Chang, who must deter¬ 
mine if the state has a compelling 
reason why homosexual couples 
should not be allowed to marry. 

Dr. David Eggabine, a Penn 
State University sociology profes¬ 
sor, resumed his testimony after 
authorities determined there was 
no bomb in the courthouse. 

Eggabine was called to back up 
the state’s assertion that its com¬ 



pelling interest in keeping same- 
sex partners from marrying is 
based on promoting children’s 
optimal development. He cited 
data showing that lesbian couples 
have a higher break-up rate than 
heterosexual couples. 

The trial resulted from a 1993 
Hawaii Supreme Court ruling 
that reinstated a lawsuit filed by 
three same-sex couples who were 
denied marriage licenses. The 
state’s high court said their con¬ 
stitutional rights would be violat¬ 
ed if the state could not provide a 
compelling reason to justify such 
discrimination. 

Before the threat, in opening 
remarks that lasted less than 15 
minutes, the State’s attorney Rick 
Eichor presented the govern¬ 
ment’s case as, “The state has a 
compelling interest in promoting 
the optimal development of chil¬ 
dren. The evidence will show that 
male-female marriage is the fam¬ 
ily management most likely to 
promote optimal child develop¬ 
ment.”

Studies dismissed 

The following day the State’s 
penultimate witness criticized 
studies of child-rearing by lesbian 


After the opening remarks by 
Foley for the plaintiffs, and two 
hours of the state presenting its 
first expert witness, Dr. Kyle 
Pruett from the Yale University 
Child Study Center, Lambda’s 
Evan Wolfson took less than two 
hours to whittle down Pruett’s as¬ 
sertion that the optimal setting 
for child development was in the 
home of the child’s biological 
male-female parents. 

At one point, when Wolfson 
asked, “Would you agree with me 
that same-sex couples can raise 
happy, healthy, and well-adjusted 
children?” Pruett answered, “Yes, 
they can.” 

Wolfson: “Not only can they in 
theory, but they do in reality, as 
you have seen first-hand in your 
practice?” 

Pruett: “Yes, they can and do.” 

To close his cross-examina¬ 
tion, Wolfson turned the state’s 
opening argument back against 
the state by leading Pruett to agree 
with him that the state has a 
“compelling interest to promote 
the optimal development of chil¬ 
dren,” even children from alterna¬ 
tive family structures such as sin¬ 
gle mothers, adoptive and foster 
parents, and same-sex couples. 

As his testimony continued, 
Pruett sounded more like a plain¬ 
tiff’s witness rather than the 
state’s expert. He conceded that 
gay parents are as good non-gay 
parents, and that being gay in and 
of itself does not predispose him 
to being less inclined to believe 
that someone gay could not be a

and single heterosexual mothers. 

Dr. Richard Williams of 
Brigham Young University said 
the studies’ conclusion that there 
is no difference in the develop¬ 
ment of children raised by lesbian 
mothers and single straight 
women is not scientifically valid. 

“Science is incapable of ulti¬ 
mate validation,” of such arrange¬ 
ments, Williams testified. 

Wolfson’s cross-examination 
of Williams attempted to bring 
out the witness’s own religious 
views and personal views against 
gay marriage. He teaches at a uni¬ 
versity owned by the Mormon 
Church. 

The state’s final witness, Hon¬ 
olulu psychologist Dr. Thomas 
Merrill, said Friday he believed it 
is “important to have opposite-sex 
parents.” 

“It is significant to have a male 
and female parent for learning,” 
Merrill said. 

The psychologist also ac¬ 
knowledged under cross-exami¬ 
nation there is not enough re-, 
search available to conclude that 
children raised in a same-sex fam¬ 
ily will develop any worse than 
children raised in a heterosexual 
home. Merrill also said parents’ 
sexual orientation is not an indi¬ 
cation of parenting ability. 

For the plaintiffs 

The second phase of the case 
got underway Monday, with a so¬ 
ciologist testifying for the plain¬ 
tiffs that gay and lesbian couples’ 
inability to legally marry causes 
them to break up more frequent¬ 
ly- 

Seattle sociologist Dr. Pepper 
Schwartz, who conducted a ten- 
year study on the differences be¬ 
tween married, cohabitating, gay, 
and lesbian couples, said she con¬ 
cluded there were more similari¬ 
ties than differences in the stabil¬ 
ity of all four types of couples. 

“Married couples have an ad¬ 
vantage that allows them to stay 
together longer than other cou¬ 
ples,” Schwartz said. “The institu¬ 
tion of marriage buffers you.” 

Schwartz criticized the state’s 
witnesses for discounting studies 
that found no differences in chil¬ 
dren who were being raised by 
heterosexual and lesbian mothers. 
She said those studies have valid 
findings. 

The trial is expected to last 
three weeks. The judge’s ruling, 
expected to be issued some time 
in November, will likely be ap¬ 
pealed to the state Supreme Court 
no matter which side loses. T

Unique AIDS fundraiser for DIFFA 

250 pink umbrellas to hit SF

T hink pink. Lots of pink. 

“Pink Umbrellas, A Re¬ 
membrance” will hit San 
Francisco next month. The envi¬ 
ronmental art installation of 250 
bright pink umbrellas will also 
serve as a fundraiser for the 
Northern California chapter of 
the Design Industries Foundation 
Fighting AIDS (DIFFA). 

The installation here will be 
part of a national seven-city tour, 
and will take place the week of 
October 20. The major installa¬ 
tion will be held on Saturday, Oc¬ 
tober 26. San Francisco is the first 
installation on the tour that will 
take place over the next year. 

A kick-off reception for the 
national tour was held Sunday, 
September 15 at the San Francis¬ 
co home of Ayse and Bob Ken- 
more. 

Ayse Kenmore, a national 


trustee of DIFFA, and her hus¬ 
band were instrumental to the 
overwhelming Success of last 
year’s initial installation of pink 
umbrellas on New York’s Fire Is¬ 
land. That event, conceived by 
Henry Bader, consisted of the 
umbrellas being placed on the 
beach along The Pines, a famous 
gay enclave. 

“Pink Umbrellas will provide 
our community with commemo¬ 
ration that is both poignant and 
whimsical,” Ayse Kenmore said. 

Pink Umbrellas, San Francisco 
will use the original framework of 
the Fire Island installation, while 
at the same time making it 
uniquely San Francisco. 

“Pink Umbrellas is not a tra¬ 
ditional memorial, but rather it is 
a celebration of family and 
friends we have lost to AIDS. It is 
a commemoration of their lives,” 
said Katherine Lee, chair of the 
event. 

During the week of October 


20-26, the city will take on an un¬ 
mistakable bright pink hue. Ran¬ 
dom umbrellas will begin to ap¬ 
pear early in the week, heighten¬ 
ing the community’s interest. On 
Thursday, October 24, DIFFA and 
various Union Square retailers 
will hold a gala reception. The re¬ 
tailers will host simultaneous 
cocktail receptions which atten¬ 
dees will be able to move be¬ 
tween. So far, Neiman Marcus 
and Saks 5th Avenue have agreed 
to take part in the reception. 

The event will afford many the 
opportunity to remember those 
close to them who have been lost 
to AIDS. A limited edition re¬ 
membrance poster will be pro¬ 
duced, and the name of a loved 
one can be added for a nominal 
fee. 

Additionally, an oversized 
commemorative book will be 
produced at the conclusion of the 
seven-city tour. It will include 
color photographs of events in 


each of the host cities and include 
all the names collected across the 
country. 

After San Francisco, Pink Um¬ 
brellas will travel to Miami, 
Houston, Dallas, Seattle, Atlanta, 
and Chicago, according to John F. 
Hamilton, Jr., administrator of 
the event. 

Over the past 11 years, DIFFA 
has raised nearly $20 million to 
fund AIDS service organizations. 
All proceeds from the events of 
Pink Umbrellas, San Francisco 
will go to AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions in the Bay Area.

B ob Dornan is behind in the 
polls,” according to Loretta 
Sanchez, the Orange Coun¬ 
ty Representative’s Democratic 
opponent, “and he has only 50 
days to the election.” 

Sanchez made the comment to 
a group of supporters at a Wash¬ 
ington, DC fundraiser on Sunday, 
September 15, organized by “The 
Three Spouses,” Dean Hara, Rob 
Morris, and Herb Moses, the part¬ 
ners of openly gay Representatives 
Gerry Studds, Steve Gunderson, 
and Barney Frank. 

Dornan’s unrelenting anti-gay 
antics prompted the three to or¬ 
ganize the bipartisan event - at 
which Moses referred to Democ¬ 
rat Morris and Republican Gun¬ 
derson when he told the crowd he 
“never understood these mixed 
marriages.” 

More importantly, he said, 
“When they look back in history, 
they will say this was the day that 
homosexuality got main¬ 
streamed.” 


Sanchez told the crowd Dor¬ 
nan “brought Moses” - of the 
movie variety, not Herb Moses - 
“to my district on Monday” in the 
person of Charlton Heston. But 
she is confident that Heston’s lim¬ 
ited appeal will not be enough to 
get Dornan reelected in the “low- 
income, hard-working, conserva¬ 
tive” district, which is now 56 per¬ 
cent Hispanic. 

She spoke movingly of losing a 
very close cousin to AIDS, while 
at the same time losing her moth¬ 
er-in-law to ovarian cancer. 

“I saw the difference in the way 
society treated them,” she said, 
vowing to fight against discrimi¬ 
nation and for the healthcare that 
would have made a difference. 

“Ultimately this election will 
be won by 1,000 votes,” she said. 
“After November 5 we will no 
longer have Bob Dornan on C- 
SPAN.” ▼

Ned Katz to give 
inaugural talk at 
Stanford’s gay 
lecture series

H istorian Jonathan Ned Katz 
will give a lecture entitled 
“The Invention of Hetero¬ 
sexuality” next Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 26 at Stanford University. The 
lecture is free and open to the 
public, with a reception to follow. 

Katz will explore topics from 
his recent book, The Invention of 
.Heterosexuality (1995), which ex¬ 
amines society’s basic heterosexu¬ 
al/homosexual distinction. Katz’s 
work traces the evolution of the 
term “heterosexuality,” which as 
late as the 1920s was defined as “a 
morbid sexual passion for one of 
the opposite sex.” It was only 
through a slow process, Katz, ar¬ 
gues, that heterosexuality became 
this society’s dominant norm. 

Kathy Veil, of the Stanford Gay, 
Lesbian, Bisexual Alumni/ae Club 
(GALA) board, said that Katz’s lec¬ 
ture will kick off Stanford’s first 
Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual lecture series 
and coincides with Stanford’s 
launching of a lesbian/gay/bisexual 


studies minor for undergraduates. 

The lesbian, gay, bisexual lec¬ 
ture series is sponsored by the 
Program in Feminist Studies; the 
Stanford Humanities Center; the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual Communi¬ 
ty Center; the Stanford GALA 
Alumni/ae Club; and the Institute 
on Research on Women and Gen¬ 
der. Katz’s talk is also co-spon- 
sored by the history department 
and the Program in Modern 
Thought and Literature.

Visual AID helps 
produce, present, and preserve the 
work of professional visual artists 
from diverse backgrounds who 
are living with AIDS and other 
life-threatening illnesses. 

The organization provides and 


distributes donated art supplies, 
mounts exhibits, provides volun¬ 
teer studio assistants, runs a re¬ 
sume and information service, 
and develops an archive of art and 
information. It’s staffed primarily 
by volunteers. 

“This is a great opportunity to 
showcase the work of some of our 
local artists, as well as salute the 
good work that Visual AID per¬ 
forms on behalf of artists with 
AIDS,” Katz said. 

At the reception, Visual AID 
artists Michael Johnstone, Mark 
Paron, and David Faulk, whose 
works are on display, were pre¬ 
sented with certificates by Katz 
and Leal.

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UCSF AIDS fighters talk about their work

§1 group of University of Cal- 
P ifornia, San Francisco 
m H (UCSF) AIDS researchers 
discussed several aspects of the 
epidemic that has ravaged the 
country for the past 15 years at 
the forum “Science Strikes Back: 
New Offensives in the War 
Against AIDS” Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 12. 

“We’re making lots of 
progress, but we still have very 
much to do,” Dr. Paul Volberding 
said at the forum, held at the Sir 
Francis Drake Hotel. “AIDS is not 
like cardiac disease or even can¬ 
cer,” said Volberding, director of 
the AIDS program at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital (SFGH) and 
professor of medicine at UCSF. 
“It’s very complex.” 

Several aspects of AIDS need 
further study, he added, including 
who’s at risk and why some peo¬ 


ple progress more rapidly than 
others. San Franciscans, he said, 
are still getting infected as fast as 
they’re dying. 

“Despite our best efforts, peo¬ 
ple are still getting infected for the 
first time.” 

Dr. Tom Coates, director of 
UCSF’s Center for AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies (CAPS), said that al¬ 
though recent advances have 
made this a comparatively “happy 
time in this grim epidemic,” pre¬ 
vention is the only tool. 

“A cure is in the far distance,” 
Coates said. “Prevention is still 
necessary.” 

Speaking about why some gay 
men continue to engage in unsafe 
sex, Coates said he was once asked 
if these men had a death wish. 

“They don’t. They have a love 
wish,” he explained. “In high 
school they’re the ones who get 
beat up on. They’re struggling for 
a decent life [and] intimacy.” 

Coates said that he sees sex ed-

ucation curriculum taught to ele¬ 
mentary students as one of the 
most important AIDS prevention 
tools. 

“They’re less likely to have sex 
sooner and more likely to use 
condoms,” he said. 

The herpes connection 

Prevention was just one of sev¬ 
eral topics researchers addressed. 
Volberding noted that SFGH was 
ranked as the best AIDS care facil¬ 
ity in the United States in a survey 
published by U.S. News and World 
Report in August; the UCSF Med¬ 
ical Center was ranked fourth in 
the country overall. 

Dr. Don Ganem, vice chair of 
UCSF’s Department of Microbi¬ 
ology and Immunology, talked 
about new findings in Kaposi’s 
Sarcoma, as well as older experi¬ 
ments where researchers tried to 
establish direct links between HIV 
and KS - but the KS cells didn’t 
have the HIV virus. 

“Gay men with AIDS are 20 to 
30 times more likely to get KS,” 
Ganem said, while HIV-positive 
“babies almost never get KS. 
There had to be something else 
besides HIV that was important.” 

He said that research in New 
York used advanced technology 
and identified a foreign bit of 
DNA in KS that is a “footprint” of 
a new herpes virus. This is present 
in every single case of KS, in every 
cell of the tumor, Ganem ex¬ 
plained, although researchers still 
lack the proof that this agent is the 
cause of KS, and there are lots of 
unanswered questions. 

Charles Craik, Ph.D., professor 


of pharmaceutical chemistry at 
UCSF, discussed designing new 
drug treatments and pointed out 
that UCSF is changing the way 
drugs are developed. The univer¬ 
sity is not a pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany, but it is a catalyst to drug 
development, he said. 

Craik said that focusing on key 
proteins that are important for 
the disease and the use of com¬ 
puters are two new ways AIDS 
drugs are being developed. 

Following the forum, the 
UCSF Foundation held a recep¬ 
tion recognizing Macy’s West for 
the company’s support through 
its “Passport” fund raiser. About 


$3 million has been raised for 
AIDS research at the 
UCSF/Macy’s Center for Creative 
Therapies. Dr. Haile T. Debas, 
dean of the UCSF School of Med¬ 
icine, thanked Macy’s for its third 
consecutive year of financial sup¬ 
port for the university. 

“This program is one of a 
kind, linking medicine with busi¬ 
ness,” Debas said. 

Michael Steinberg, chairman 
of Macy’s West, said the compa¬ 
ny’s decision to contribute was 
simple.

§P% rchid lovers take note: Or- 
< chidMania’s second annual 
1 Berkeley fall sale will take 
place on Saturday, September 21 
and Sunday, September 22. Pro¬ 
ceeds will benefit seven grassroots 
AIDS programs in the United 
States, El Salvador, Thailand, and 
Vietnam. 

The orchid sale is being pro¬ 
duced in cooperation with Berke¬ 
ley Mayor Shirley Dean, herself an 
avid orchid lover. Dean, her hus¬ 
band Dan, and several city council 
members attended last year’s fall 
sale. During the weekend event, 
Dean, council member Betty 


Olds, and others provided tips to 
orchid aficionados regarding their 
care. 

Douglas Thompson, president 
of OrchidMania, said the organi¬ 
zation started seven years ago. The 
all-volunteer group has raised 
close to $250,000 for various 
AIDS programs from its San 
Francisco orchid sales, he added. 

Last year the group decided to 
expand and held a sale in Berke¬ 
ley. Thompson told the B.A.R. 
that event raised about $25,000. 

“To the consternation of its 
founders, who still like to think of

mental, and AIDS prevention 
happenings,” Thompson said. 

Each year, more than 50 com¬ 
mercial orchid nurseries in the 
United States, Europe, South 
America, Asia, and the Pacific do¬ 
nate almost 10,000 live orchid 
plants for OrchidMania’s three 
annual sales. 

At the Berkeley sale, beginners 
and avid collectors alike can ex¬ 
pect to find interesting - and 
sometimes rare - plants priced 
from $3 to $300, Thompson said. 

Orchid education is also a big 
part of OrchidMania’s events, he 
added. 

“Visitors will learn the basics 
of orchid care, including feeding, 
watering, and repotting,” Thomp¬ 
son said. “More advanced skills, 
like growing mounted orchids 
and care for wild-collected plants, 
will also be included.” 

Free orchid-care literature will 
be available, and plenty of experts 
will be on hand to answer ques¬ 
tions, Thompson added. 

Beneficiaries for this year’s Or¬ 
chidMania sales include grass¬ 
roots AIDS organizations in Cali¬ 
fornia, Washington, Thailand, and 
El Salvador. Thompson said that 
agencies are eligible to receive Or¬ 
chidMania funding for up to three 
years. OrchidMania specifically 
grants money to groups that re¬ 
ceive little or no taxpayer support 
and must rely primarily on indi¬ 
vidual donations. 

Seven beneficiaries 

Locally, two agencies will re¬ 
ceive funds. One is the Genard 


AIDS Foundation, which provides 
hospice care in Contra Costa 
County. The foundation has pro¬ 
grams such as in-home attended 
care, respite care, and facility- 
based care, in addition to counsel¬ 
ing and information referral ser¬ 
vices. 

The other is the San Francisco- 
based Oscar Romero AIDS Pro¬ 
ject. The agency provides a wide 
range of services and supplies 
throughout El Salvador. 

Thompson said that Orchid¬ 
Mania’s gift last year helped two 
U.S. advisors to travel to El Sal¬ 
vador, paid for various pharma¬ 
ceuticals and educational materi¬ 
als, supported a condom distrib¬ 
ution program, and covered the 
burial costs of AIDS victims aban¬ 
doned by the government and 
their families. 

Also in California, the AIDS 
Prevention Network will receive 
funds. The group provides a vari¬ 
ety of outreach prevention ser¬ 
vices along the Mendocino Coun¬ 
ty coast. Services include counsel¬ 
ing, workshops, condom distrib¬ 
ution, and HIV testing. 

A pioneering needle exchange 
program is their core activity in 
this rural area that has an ex¬ 
tremely high incidence of IV drug 
users, Thompson said. 

The Mendocino County AIDS 
Volunteer Network is also a bene¬ 
ficiary. The network offers a vari¬ 
ety of basic, non-medical services 
to residents of Mendocino, Lake, 
Humboldt, and Sonoma counties. 
Thompson said that last year’s 
OrchidMania gift helped establish 
a volunteer training program. 


Camp Sunburst, a summer 
camp in the Sierra that gives chil¬ 
dren with AIDS and their families 
a badly needed break, will also re¬ 
ceive funds this year. Operated 
and staffed entirely by volunteers, 
Camp Sunburst also provides 
transportation for participants to 
attend the camp from around the 
country. 

In Washington, the Seattle 
Treatment Education Project 
(STEP) will receive money. STEP 
provides counseling and support 
services to people with HIV/AIDS 
and offers information to the 
public and the medical communi¬ 
ty about treatment options and 
alternative therapies. 

STEP operates a telephone 
hotline, a computer bulletin 
board, and offers training pro¬ 
grams as well as a variety of pub¬ 
lications. Their workshops pre¬ 
pare people with HIV/AIDS to 
take charge of their own health. 

The Fraternity for AIDS Cessa¬ 
tion in Thailand operates preven¬ 
tion and counseling programs in 
the heart of Bangkok’s sex indus¬ 
try. The organization’s fastest- 
growing program is the AIDS pre¬ 
vention message they take to 
schools, hospitals, and rural vil¬ 
lages throughout Thailand. ▼

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fluence amenorrhea more than 
HIV infection alone. 

Body composition, 
nutrition, and wasting 

Many factors are associated 
with wasting, including some po¬ 
tentially gender-based. A com¬ 
parison of racially and gender 
matched AIDS patients and HIV¬ 
negative controls found that the 
control group not only weighed 
more, but also had more Fat Free 
Mass (FFM or lean body mass) 
and Body Cell Mass (BCM). Men 
seemed more likely to lose lean 
muscle than women. 

The researcher speculated that 
women’s loss of fat parallels men’s 
loss of lean muscle as a manifes¬ 
tation of hypogonadism (reduced 
hormone levels). Therefore, ap¬ 
petite stimulants that result most¬ 
ly in fat gain might be more useful 
to women than men, especially 
when part of a larger strategy 
(proper nutrition, exercise, etc.). 

Monitoring of testosterone 
levels in 56 women with <200 
CD4+ counts or symptomatic 
AIDS showed reduced levels (as 
previously observed in men). This 
depletion of testosterone was sig¬ 
nificantly correlated with de¬ 
creased Body Cell Mass. Although 
a quarter of the women had below 
normal BCM and more than a 
ten-pound weight loss, 41% re¬ 
ported a weight gain since HIV 
infection. The researcher specu¬ 
lated that unexplained weight 
gain might be a natural survival 
mechanism in women’s bodies. 

Preliminary research of Rest¬ 
ing Energy Expenditure (REE, 
calories burned while resting) 
suggested that across all disease 
stages including asymptomatic 
individuals, both men and 
women had elevated REE. Anoth¬ 
er small study looked at racial dif¬ 
ferences in the body composition 
of women. Although no major 
differences were observed in the 
decreases of body mass in women 
with less than 200 CD4+ cells, 
women of color with greater than 
200 CD4+ counts experienced 
changes in body mass before 
white women. 

This information suggests the 
importance of early body compo¬ 
sition monitoring and interven¬ 
tion, especially for women of 
color. 

A study designed to align nu¬ 
tritional deficiencies among HIV¬ 
positive women with clinical sta¬ 
tus or behavioral factors (such as 
IV drug use) found that positive 
women were especially deficient 
in zinc, selenium, and 
carotenoids, but had higher levels 
of ferritin and copper. Among 
positive women who had recently 
injected drugs, low levels of zinc, 
selenium, vitamin A, and beta- 
cryptoxanthin were common. 
Other deficiencies were found 
among all recent drug users. A 
gender comparison of the nutri¬ 
tional needs of positive IV drug 
users revealed that women were 
overall more deficient in nutrients 
than men. In patients with less 
than 250 CD4+ cells, women had 
significantly lower levels of Vita^- 
mins A and E. 

The results of these and other 
studies emphasize the need for 
more sex specific basic science 
and clinical research. A women- 
specific treatment study with a 
hormone called nandrolone is 
currently enrolling at several sites 
including UCSF. ▼ 


Additional data from Vancouver 
regarding women and HIV

S everal clinical presentations 
at the 11th International 
AIDS Conference focused 
on HIV and women, providing 
direction for future research and 
opening the way for further dis¬ 
cussion of standards of care for 
women. 

HIV in vaginal fluids 

Four long-term non-progres- 
sor (LTNP) women followed for 
ten years showed the presence of 
HIV in cervicovaginal fluids even 
when there was little or no HIV 
in their plasma. This ongoing 
study has important implications 
for eventually understanding 
characteristics of LTNP women 
and the genital mucosal immune 
response in HIV-positive women. 

Such information might also 
help explain the cases of women 
who claim they were infected 
through lesbian sex, and why 
perinatal transmission can occur 
despite low HIV plasma levels - 
although other studies have 
shown that washing the birth 
canal before delivery did not 
markedly reduce perinatal trans¬ 
mission rates. 

Low CD4+ counts, presence of 
HIV-related symptoms, gonor¬ 


rhea, and candidiasis were associ¬ 
ated with cervical shedding. Sev¬ 
eral studies indicating a relation¬ 
ship between HIV shedding and 
STDs suggest that aggressive STD 
screening and treatment is one 
way women can decrease the risk 
of transmission to sex partners 
and infants, as well as their own 
susceptibility to other STDs. 

However, these studies do not 
address differences between 
women with asymptomatic ver¬ 
sus symptomatic STDs, the role 
played by other viral infections 
such as CMV or HPV, and 
whether antiretrovirals might de¬ 
crease viral shedding. 

HPV and cervical cancer 

Human Papillomavirus 
(HPV), Cervical Intraepithelial 
Neoplasia (CIN), and Squamous 
Intraepithelial Lesions (SIL) are 
common problems for HIV-pos¬ 
itive women. Several studies 
showed consistently higher rates 
of cytological abnormalities in 
positive women and indicated 
that the risk of developing these 
complications increases as HIV 
disease progresses. Women with 
less than 500 CD4+ cells were 
more likely to be infected with 
highly oncogenic (cancer caus¬ 
ing) types of HPV, and less likely 
to experience regression of le¬ 
sions. 

The need for early detection of 
gynecological complications was 


reinforced by studies showing 
that lack of prior pap smears and 
regular preventive healthcare are 
strongly associated with these 
problems. Data from a retro¬ 
spective chart review 
suggested that cur¬ 
rent standard treat¬ 
ment of SIL is not ef¬ 
fective in preventing 
persistent or recurrent 
disease. The investigator 
recommended conserv¬ 
ative management 
with repeat paps and 
colposcopy. Another 
study revealed that al¬ 
though immune deficiency and 
established risk factors (HPV in¬ 
fection, sexual history, etc.) cor¬ 
related with SIL, the most serious 
lesions were strongly associated 
with lack of prior cytologic 
screening, leading to delayed 
treatment. 


Pap vs. colposcopy 

A subset of women enrolled in 
the HIV Epidemiology Research 
(HER) Study were compared for 
clinical benefit of pap smear ver¬ 
sus colposcopy and biopsy for de¬ 
tecting early cervical neoplasia. 
Pap smears detected abnormali¬ 
ties in 35% of the low-grade cases 
detected by biopsy. Pap smear 
failed to identify three percent of 
abnormalities detected by biopsy, 
suggesting that consistent and 
regular pap smears may be suffi¬ 


cient for most HIV-positive 
women. 

A study comparing the preva¬ 
lence of anal HPV between HIV¬ 
positive and HIV-negative 
women found that al¬ 
though there was signif¬ 
icantly increased 
prevalence of anal 
HPV in positive 
women, all of the ab¬ 
normalities were low 
grade and none with 
features of high- 
grade Anal Intraep¬ 
ithelial Neoplasia 
(AIN). Investigators 
concluded that the data do not 
support routine anal paps in 
HIV-positive women - differing 
slightly with earlier studies sug¬ 
gesting that immune-compro- 
mised women with cervical HPV 
may be at increased risk of anal 
HPV. More conclusive data will 
be needed to determine optimal 
follow-up for women with HPV. 


Other GYN manifestations 

Several studies referenced can¬ 
didiasis as common. CPCRA 010 
studied the use of fluconazole 
(200mg twice a week versus 
placebo) for preventing yeast in¬ 
fection in 323 women with HIV 
and CD4+ cell counts below 300. 
They were followed for about 2- 
1/2 years. Fluconazole reduced 
the risk of vaginal candidiasis by 
38% and oral candidiasis by 50. 
Forty-one women on fluconazole 
and 23 on placebo experienced 
some side effects (none were se¬ 
vere) and no significant differ¬ 
ence in fluconazole resistance de¬ 
veloped between the two arms. 

In the HER Study, similar 
prevalence rates of Gonorrhea, 
Chlamydia, Syphilis, Trichomoni¬ 
asis (Trich), and Bacterial Vagi¬ 
nosis (BV) were observed in both 
the HIV-positive group and the 
at-risk HIV-negative group, with 
BV being the most common. In¬ 
creased risk of some infections in 
women currently using drugs and 
in sexually active women (regard¬ 
less of sexual preference) was also 
seen. 

Looking at prevalence of gen¬ 
ital infections in two very well- 
defined populations of positive 
women (200-500 CD4+ and 
<100 CD4+ T-lymphocytes) re¬ 
vealed a correlation between in¬ 
creased infections and decreased 
immune status. These findings 
were confirmed by other presen¬ 
ters and several referenced gener¬ 
al difficulty diagnosing and treat¬ 
ing genital infections in HIV-pos¬ 
itive women. 

In one cohort, 15.9% had 
asymptomatic bacteriuria, lead¬ 
ing to the recommendation that 
routine screening for potential 
problems be incorporated into 
standards of care. In another co¬ 
hort, candidiasis was adequately 
diagnosed in HIV-positive 
women. However, Trich and BV 
were underdiagnosed in both 
positive and negative women. 

Although anecdotal data have 
suggested menstrual changes in 
women with HIV, data from the 
Women’s Interagency HIV Study 
(WIHS) women revealed little 
difference in the overall rate of 
amenorrhea (no menses for three 
months) between positive 
women and the negative control 
group. However, in women with 
less than 50 CD4+ cells, the rate 
increased to 12.3%, suggesting 
that disease progression may in- 
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SF viatical hearing seeks input

T he state Department of In¬ 
surance has scheduled an in¬ 
vestigatory hearing about the 
viatical settlement market and how 
the state department should regu¬ 
late it, to be held next Thursday, 
September 26 in San Francisco. 

Viatical settlement businesses 
are firms and individuals that buy 
life insurance policies from the 
terminally ill at a discount of the 
face value. The purchaser collects 
the full benefit when the policy 
holder dies. 

These companies are required 
under the insurance code to be li¬ 
censed by the state before trans¬ 
acting business in California. 


In July, the Department of In- 
■ surance ordered Texas-based Life 
Partners, Inc. to cease marketing 
in California, after an investiga¬ 
tion found that it had been ille¬ 
gally conducting business in the 
state without proper licensing. 

The department issued a Cease 
and Desist Order against the com¬ 
pany and its chief executive Brian 
Pardo, alleging the company so¬ 
licited, advertised, and issued vi¬ 
atical settlements in California 
without seeking or receiving au¬ 
thority from the state to do so. 

It is this type of situation that 
the upcoming hearing will seek to 
address, officials said. While sev¬ 
eral licenses have been issued to 
viatical firms to date, some com¬ 
panies have attempted to do busi¬ 


ness without proper licensing 
from the department. 

Through the investigatory 
hearing, department officials will 
seek information on how viatical 
regulations should address such 
issues as monitoring the financial 
conditions of viatical companies, 
whether life insurance brokers 
would be acting in conflict with 
their license by also marketing vi¬ 
atical settlements, and what effect 
recent medical advances in the 
treatment of AIDS will have on 
the viatical market. 

Sharon Stover, an Oakland at¬ 
torney who specializes in repre¬ 
senting people who are viaticating 
their insurance policies, told the 
B.A.R. that she’s been asked by 
Department of Insurance attor¬ 


neys to testify at the hearing. 

Stover said that among the is¬ 
sues she would like to discuss are 
some insurance companies’ claus¬ 
es forbidding policyholders from 
assigning the policy, which is what 
a person does when they enter 
into an agreement with a viatical 
settlement company. 

“I would like to see that 
changed,” Stover said. “It’s illegal.” 

Another change she would like 
to see involves insurance compa¬ 
nies that now offer accelerated 
death benefits, whereby a compa¬ 
ny will give a person a portion of 
their insurance policy. In those 
cases, Stover said the company is 
“behaving like a viatical company, 
except that they’re not.” 

“The reason they’re calling this 


hearing is that everything is 
changing because of the [promis¬ 
ing triple drug therapy] cocktail,” 
Stover said. “There are an awful 
lot of people who are not dying.” 

She also said some people who 
are now too sick to work, and for 
whom disability payments do not 
meet their needs, can barely cash 
in their insurance policies in some 
instances because viatical compa¬ 
nies are offering smaller settle¬ 
ments than before new AIDS 
treatments became available. T

Hollywood ne’er-do-well Ed Wood exhumed

d Wood (1924-1978) has become a cottage industry. More of his work is avail¬ 
able today than any of his early fans would have dreamed possible, everything 
from feature films and porn loops to sleazy paperback novels. Wood’s curious 
personality and lifestyle have also spawned several histories — Rudolf Grey’s reverent oral 
biography Nightmare of Ecstasy; which in turn inspired Tim Burton’s Disney film of his 
life, Ed Wood; a documentary from Rhino Records and Video, whose title, Look Back 
in Angora, pays homage to Wood’s favorite fetish; and now what we can only hope 
is the final word on the subject, Brett Thompson’s diverting documentary The 
Haunted World of Edward Wood, Jr. 

For years, the cognoscenti treasured the few available Wood films — Plan 9 
from Outer Space, Glen or Glenda? — without knowing much about the man him¬ 
self. In the ’70s, while Wood was still (barely) alive in the back alleys and seedy 
bars of Hollywood, his films were “canonized” as camp, adored for their wide-eyed 
ineptness, startling continuity gaps, bad acting, and irrelevant stock footage. An early 
Wood festival in Los Angeles in the early ’80s attracted not only camp followers, but 
stars like Diane Keaton and Warren Beatty, who must have admired the director’s in¬ 
transigence, if not his aesthetic. 

Tim Burton painted Wood as a kind of hand-me-down Orson Welles, a man 
who was driven by the need to create, however ineptly, and whose personal charm 
could convince others to share in his dream. The idea of Wood as Svengali is 
not completely without 
some basis in reality. He 
was, after all, an ideal 
American: ex-soldier, 

buoyant, charismatic, re¬ 
sourceful, and able to get things done, traits that attracted fame-starved per¬ 
sonalities like Vampira, Criswell, and Bela Lugosi. His willingness to embrace 
— and display in his movies — these characters made them seek him out, before 
they knew he had his own little secret: cross-dressing. Many in his entourage — 
namely Bunny Breckenridge and Criswell — were notorious queens of the day 
whose camp pfcrsonaes flourished under Wood’s tutelage.

mented immigrants. “Having a gay 
son isn’t nearly as bad as having an 
illegal,” Marge admits. And so 
Reyes sets the tone for the evening. 

Michael Gonzales (Ruben 
Islas) is 28 and having a hard 
time. His wife has left him and 
taken the children, and as a bor¬ 
der patrolman for the Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Services 
(INS), he has the unfortunate task 
of deporting his “people” for a liv¬ 


ing. To top things off, he’s just 
coming out of the closet, thanks 
to wily young Sedicio (Joey 
Pacheco Ponce), whom he met in 
his “Spanish for Pochos” class. 
Sedicio also happens to be an un¬ 
documented immigrant. 

This romance is tenderly 
played out by Islas and Pacheco 
Ponce. As Michael, Islas is a com¬ 
pletely believable family man 
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by Chad Jones 


G uillermo Reyes’ Deporting 
the Divas: Postcards from the 
Border is an auspicious be¬ 
ginning for the union of Theatre 
Rhinoceros and El Teatro de la Es- 
peranza. This unusual joint ven¬ 
ture between the gay and lesbian 
Rhino and the Chicano/Latino 
Teatro has produced a surprising, 
charming, and engaging evening 
of theater. 

The great thing about Divas is 
that even while probing serious 
topics — coming out and immi¬ 
grant rights, among others — the 
tone never gets heavy-handed. In 
fact, Divas is so cleverly entertain¬ 
ing that the weight of its issues 
isn’t immediately apparent. What 
seems like a frothy, romantic, fab¬ 
ulously self-aware camp frolic is 
actually bold political theater. The 
script could use some cutting (es¬ 
pecially in the less sparkling sec¬ 
ond act), but the sure-handed di¬ 
rection of Jorge Huerta and the 
inspired work of the four actors 
portraying 15 different roles make 
this show a solid effort. 

The play begins with a prologue 
delivered to the audience, or “ladies 
of the club,” by Marge McCarthy 
(Jorge Oliver), cousin of Senator 
Joseph McCarthy. Marge, who re¬ 
calls Dana Carvey’s Church Lady, 
says the ladies won’t mind the “ho¬ 
mosexual propaganda” they’re 
about to see, but they may be dis¬ 
turbed by all the talk of undocu-

studying drama and creative writ¬ 
ing, Gomez headed west to be a 
hippie. Alas, this was the ’80s, and 
there were no hippies. She joined 
Lilith, the legendary feminist the¬ 
atre collective, where she learned 
acting, scenery schlepping, and the 
feminist edge that would inform 
her later stand-up and solo work. 

My first question to Marga is 
about whether or not she really 
thinks, as Liz Smith does, that it’s 
“in” now to be a lesbian. “I’ll have 
to see a lot more mainstream 
perks,” says Gomez, “before I be¬ 
lieve that we’re enjoying wide¬ 
spread acceptance. There’s plenty 
of homophobia out there; no one 
is letting lesbians off the hook. 
Not that we’re fish, of course,” she 
adds. “Lesbians and women in 
general still face a lot of obstacles 
in the entertainment industry.” 

When I ask Marga if she is 
forced to de-dyke to get work, she 
responds: “It’s established that I’m 
a lesbian. I’m out. I’m not straight 
— that’s a fact. The mainstream 
wants to pigeon-hole me as only 
doing lesbian stuff, but I am an 
actor for hire. That means I can 
play all kinds of characters. In my 
stand-up, and in interviews, I get 
to be me. There’s no pressure on 
me to hide who I am.” 

I love New York 

Gomez enjoys writing and 
performing in New York. “New 
York is great for writing. You can 
just eavesdrop on great scenes; 
walking down the street you find 
a hundred new characters,” she 
enthuses. Gomez performed both 
Memory Tricks and A Line Around 
the Block , solo pieces about her 
mother and father, at the Public 
Theatre in New York. She confess¬ 
es that “it was thrilling to see my 
name in the newspapers that I 
read growing up. I’d love to do it 
again, but there’s a lot of compe¬ 
tition for off-Broadway spaces 
since Broadway sucks. I still have 
hopes for a commercial run — I’d 
like to do both shows in rep, but 
that depends on the climate for 
theatre. I love working in a play. 
It’s great to have a steady job; and 
it reminds me of Catholic school. 

I like the regularity and I never 
have to worry about what to wear. 

Gomez is currently working in 
New York as a puppeteer, in shows 
she has written. She performs at 
Meow Mix, a rock-and-roll club 
for dykes. “It’s been a continuing 
thing. The show started out as a 
sort of Heather Has Two Mommies 
kind of thing,-but very quickly it 
became a porno puppet show. 
There’s great freedom in writing 
the words and manipulating the 
puppets, but not actually appear¬ 
ing. Unlike stand-up or solo work, 
where every eye is on me, with the 
puppets I can say anything I 
want.” Gomez is doing more than 
just playing with puppets; she’ll 
be performing with leading edge 
puppeteers from all over the 
world in the International Festival 
of Puppet Theatre in New York. 

As it will these days, our con¬ 
versation turns to politics and the 
threat of anti-queer backlash. “So 
much depends on what happens 
in November. If Dole gets in, we 
could be in serious danger. But 
Clinton is at least somewhat ac¬ 
countable. The Religious Right 
keeps coming up with new ways 
to attack queers and people of 
color. We have to be on guard and 
expend a lot of scarce resources to 
keep the Right in check.” 

I mention that the Right is 
very skilled at keeping natural al¬ 
lies apart, and wonder if she ever 
has to choose between being a les¬ 
bian or a person of color. “I’ve 
done Latino events,” she answers, 



“where it was a big deal that I was 
there as a woman. Early in my ca¬ 
reer I didn’t know how to deal 
with my sexuality. Now I try to 
keep myself in situations where I 
don’t have to choose. I played in 
Seattle and a Latino organization 
refused to present me because I’m 
gay. I’ve also encountered lesbians 
who need education in racial mat¬ 
ters. I don’t expect to find under¬ 
standing with people just because 
we share ethnicity or sexuality.” 

Movie memories 

Anybody who’s seen her work 
would agree that Gomez is de¬ 
serving of increased visibility, a 
major career. Yet when I ask what 
is happening with the film version 
of Memory Tricks, the news isn’t 
good. “Nothing. When Memory 
Tricks opened off-Broadway [in 
1994] it was optioned by Ameri¬ 
can Playhouse. They are no more, 
and so they returned the rights to 
me. At this point there are no 
plans for a film.” Gomez is busy 
auditioning for film and TV work. 
She recently appeared on an 
episode of Tracey Ullman’s show, 
and hopes to do more acting in 
the future. 

Of course it’s no trick to find 
Marga Gomez in Batman Forever. 
Although both her lines were cut 


(“you can see me about to speak 
and then they cut away”), she is 
still easy to spot in the big party 
scene. She says “all the other 
women are wearing gowns that 
are so low you can practically see 
their aureoles. My dress was a 
black turtleneck.” (I guess that was 
the lesbian costume.) 


Though Gomez is understand¬ 
ably disheartened about Memory 
Tricks getting nixed by American 
Playhouse, she’s not whining 
about it. “I’ve never really said this 
or that will happen, so I’m not 
embarrassed when it does or 
doesn’t happen. But I like to try 
new stuff, just to see if I can do it. 


I’d love to do a lounge act and ac¬ 
tually sing.” 

I point out that Rosie O’Don¬ 
nell and Brooke Shields, not 
known as singers, both played 
Rizzo in Grease on Broadway. 
Gomez is immediately enthusias¬ 
tic. “This is a great idea. Rizzo’s 
song is in my range. You know, I 
was so worried that I didn’t have a 
goal, but now I do. Of course, I 
must increase my celebrity.” 

It’s not the worst thing she 
could do, after all. And until 
Gomez’s celebrity is sufficient, she 
will continue to write plays, and 
puppet shows, and adapt her solo 
pieces as plays for a company of 
actors, and audition for TV pilots, 
and remind us just how funny one 
human being can be. Marga 
Gomez is a wonder. ▼

Dark side of the loon 

But Thompson shows us other 
sides of Wood in this film that ul¬ 
timately coalesce into a fuller por¬ 
trait. Raging alcoholism, poverty, 
unsavory manipulations of wives, 
ex-wives, investors, easily duped 
movie-star wannabes or stars on 
the skids are equally strong ele¬ 
ments in his story. Bela Lugosi, Jr. 
denounces Wood for taking ad¬ 
vantage of his father’s financial 
desperation and drug addiction, a 
very different portrait from Bur¬ 
ton’s. Lugosi, Jr. reviles Wood as “a 
user and a loser.” Vampira (Maila 
Nurmi), still an arresting sight 40 
years after Plan 9 from Outer 
Space , offers a refreshingly vicious 
assessment of Wood’s “talent” that 
balances Burton’s praise. Veteran 
actor Lyle Talbot describes Wood 
as so out of it that in a drunken fit 
he stole Talbot’s wife’s nightgown 
and staggered through Talbot’s 
house. One can hardly be upset at 
Wood’s deceitful treatment of re¬ 
ligious fanatics who believed him 
when he said he would make 
Bible movies if they financed his 
other films. But his attitude to¬ 
ward the women in his life was 


equally duplicitous and unpleas¬ 
ant, and we can only cheer on the 
ones who left him before things 
got grim. 

Ultimately, though, it is 
Wood’s legacy that matters. Glen 
or Glenda? (1953) is perhaps his 
“greatest” work, certainly his most 
striking in its depiction of the glo¬ 
ries of transvestism and its unfair 
censure by straight society. This 
threadbare attempt to capitalize 
on the Christine Jorgensen story 
was also his personal plea for tol¬ 
erance. The film is filled with self- 
conscious acting; stiff, seemingly 
undirected scenes; preposterous 
interpolations of Bela Lugosi as a 
“science-god” (Wood’s term) 
overseeing the action from out¬ 
side the plot, delivering cryptic 
messages about gender directly to 
the audience: “Snips and snails 
and puppy dog’s tails and ... 
brassieres?” The film has cheese¬ 
cake and bondage scenes that hint 
at Wood’s familiarity with the 
porn underground. 

Subversive 

Wood was a more prolific 
writer than filmmaker. Most of 
his writing was porn with intrigu¬ 
ing titles, the wildest being Death 
of a Transvestite, a.k.a Let Me Die 
in Drag!, about “Glen Marker, a 


transvestite hit-man on death 
row, who agrees to a taped confes¬ 
sion in return for his last wish: to 
die in drag.” (No doubt a master¬ 
piece of the “transvestite hit-man” 
genre.) Other titles include To 
Make a Homo, Toni: Black Tigress, 
and the “scholarly” Sex, Shrouds, 
and Caskets. Tirelessly creative, he 
left many unproduced scripts. 

Wood’s best-known film 
makes every critic’s (and most au¬ 
diences’) 10-worst films list: Plan 


9 from Outer Space (1959). The 
“ninth plan” of the’title is “resur¬ 
rection of recent dead,” according 
to drag queen Bunny Brecken- 
ridge, who needed no more than 
his usual makeup to play the head 
alien. Most of the scenes occur in 
a dime-store graveyard, with inept 
cops being chased by easily eluded 
reanimated corpses. The arrival of 
the aliens is heralded by hubcaps 
with wires being yanked in front 
of a painted backdrop, with a loud 


voice booming: “Flying Saucers 
Over Hollywood!” Critic Danny 
Peary calls this film subversive, 
which isn’t too farfetched consid¬ 
ering Wood’s script attacks back¬ 
ward thinking: “Stupid, stupid, 
stupid!” alien Dudley Manlove 
screams about parochial earth¬ 
lings. (The aliens come to Earth 
because our scientists are about to 
explode our own sun.) If we can’t 
agree entirely with Peary’s view 
because we’re distracted by the 
paper mausoleums, the bored 
drag queen actors, the day-night 
shot mismatches, the substitution 
of a blond chiropractor for Bela 
Lugosi’s character when Lugosi 
died, and so on, we can at least 
credit Wood for making an ex¬ 
tremely personal, entertaining 
film — classic naive art. 

Wood died in 1978, destitute 
after he and his wife were evicted 
from their last apartment. It’s 
ironic that 18 years later he stands 
poised — radiant in sausage curls 
and stiletto heels — for the 
world’s embrace. ▼

struggling to come to terms with 
his identity, both sexually and cul¬ 
turally, and Pacheco Ponce as 
Sedicio reveals himself to be more 
tenderhearted than his aggressive 
flirtation might suggest. 

The thrust of the play is the 
love story, but Reyes brings in 
some wonderful supporting char¬ 
acters to add color and help score 
political points. There’s Miss Fres¬ 
no (a be-wigged Ponce), a 
Guatemalan of German descent 
who is on her way to a Miss Amer¬ 
ica title if only she can hide the fact 
that she’s illegal; the Teacher (Ney 
Fonseca), a mediocre leader of 
ridiculous seminars who delivers a 
stunning tribute to the oft-ma¬ 
ligned Carmen Miranda (“Most 
people don’t know this about Car¬ 
men, but she was a woman”); and 
Sirena (a cunningly comic Oliver), 
the femme fatale drag artiste who 
lives in Michael’s confused but 
creative fantasy life and embodies 
an acceptable blend of the perfect 
woman and the lovable man. 

Reyes never lets his characters 
get too serious, nor does he let his 
audience forget that they are 
watching a play Characters battle 
over control of the narrative and 
refer to the constructs of the play 
itself. The production elements 
enhance this “unreality.” Christo¬ 
pher Acebo’s stylish desert mosaic 
set and sparse furnishings provide 
color and location with panache, 
and his costumes convey the style 
and humor necessary to support 
the various divas of the title with¬ 
out being cutesy or tacky. 

Deporting the Divas is one of 
the best plays to hit the Rhino 
stage in a long while. The show 
succeeds as entertainment, cele¬ 
brates and realistically portrays 
the lives of gay men, and manages 
to open up important human 
rights issues without resorting to 
overdramatization or righteous 
anger. Reyes, like the various divas 
he celebrates here, understands 
that to make your point, you face 
the music and put on a show that 
inconspicuously punches viewers 
in the gut. ▼

Blood brothers 


Small Faces: grim family 
portrait from Scotland

B efore the recent surprise 
hit Trainspotting, Ameri¬ 
can audience exposure to 
disaffected Scottish youth was 
limited to Mike Leigh’s Naked, in 
which a Scotch slacker’s impene¬ 
trable brogue became a mini¬ 
metaphor for social collapse and 
the inability of people to com¬ 
municate. Gillies MacKinnon’s 
Small Faces, set in working-class 
Glasgow in 1968, also challenges 
viewers’ ability to understand di¬ 
alogue, but in this case — per¬ 
haps more than in the attitude- 
drenched Trainspotting — it’s 
well worth the effort of careful 
listening. 

Small Faces focuses on the 
MacLean brothers. Bobby 
(Stephen Duffy) is a “head case” 
who has violent nightmares and 
runs with one of the local gangs. 
Alan (Joe McFadden) is a skilled 
artist who wants to escape the vi¬ 
olence around him. Thirteen- 
year-old Lex (Iain Robertson) is 
a pubescent mix of his older 
brothers’ traits: he has Alan’s 
drawing ability, but he’s as pig¬ 
headed and petty criminal- 
minded as Bobby. The three live 
with their widowed mother 
Lorna (Clare Higgins). When 
Bobby gives Lex an air gun, he 
accidentally shoots the leader of 
the Tong gang, Malky Johnson 
(Kevin McKidd), starting a spi¬ 
ral of gang warfare that pits 
brother against brother. 

At the center of this chaos is 
Lex, who travels, sometimes un¬ 
willingly, through all the film’s 
separate worlds: his fragmented 
family; the warring gangs led by 
Malky Johnson and the evil aes¬ 
thete Charlie Sloan (Garry 
Sweeney); a bar that becomes a 
major battleground; the bleak 
wasteland of “Tong Territory”; 
and a local theatre where, in one 
of the film’s most unsettling mo¬ 
ments, Lex, in a desperate at¬ 
tempt to reclaim his boyhood, 
joins a sea of younger kids in a 
sing-a-long. A defining moment 
occurs when Lex’s much-ad¬ 
mired pal Fabio (David Walker), 
a gay artist, is brutally beaten. 
Because the gang behind it “be¬ 
longs” to Charlie Sloan, Lex 
makes a furious attempt to join 
his (and Charlie’s) nemesis, the 
Tongs, an act that proves fatal to 
one of Lex’s brothers. 

In the midst of the violent en¬ 
counters and grim landscapes 
(much of the film was shot 
around the high-rises and 
muddy wastelands of Govan, 
near Glasgow) are dazzling mo¬ 
ments of quiet charm. In one of 
the film’s best scenes, Charlie 
Sloan captures the “wee man” 
(Lex) and lowers him into a mu¬ 
seum after dark. There he forces 
Alan to sketch his (Charlie’s) 
face into one of the artworks. 
Even death has a kind of aes¬ 
thetic resonance, as when one of 
the characters dies in a skating 
rink and his body is dragged 
along the ice, leaving in its wake 
a perfect thick red stripe. 

Director MacKinnon (with 
his screenwriter brother Billy) 
superbly captures the angst of 
lives limited by youth, poverty 
and disappointment. The acting 
is uniformly fresh, even in 
sketch-characterizations like 
David Walker’s gay artist, or 


Lex’s other friend, the self-styled 
pacifist Gorbals (Mark Mc- 
Connochie). The standout, 
though, is Iain Robertson as Lex. 
Robertson is a surprisingly sub¬ 
tle actor at only 13, fixing his al¬ 
ternately glowering and pitiful 
character from the first shots 
and never letting up. In a star¬ 
tling flash-forward, he talks with 
poetic intensity about the terror 
of dreaming he’d become a man 
— a terror well-conveyed in the 
nightmarish events of the film’s 
record of a boy’s daily life. “I 
dreamed I became a man,” he 
says, “with body odor... and 
strange uncontrollable impulses. 
Luckily when I woke up I was 
still a boy.” ▼

field is the doggedly good-hearted, 
self-sacrificing Southern share¬ 
cropper. In the scant seven years 
between A Patch of Blue and this 
film, the black man has progressed 
to protecting himself and his fam¬ 
ily rather than some disabled 
white woman. However, in 
Sounder , Winfield, though free, is 
still treated like a slave. His “new 
South” of the 1930s is not much 
different from Disney’s “Ole 
South,” which continued to be a 
popular setting for black-based 
melodramas for decades. Even 
during the heyday of modern, 
urban blaxpoitation (1969-1975), 
films like Slaves (1969) and 
Mandingo (1975) insisted on the 
relevance of this distant time and 
place for modern audiences. These 
films also exploited white fantasies 
of black sexuality, evident partic¬ 
ularly In the trailer for Mandingo , 
which lingers on Ken Norton’s rip¬ 
pling, glistening muscles. The 
trailer for Slaves shows the film’s 
awareness of certain social trends, 
as Dionne Warwick, in a nod to 
black feminism, says of herself, “I 
am black... and comely.” 

Zulu (1963) and The Last Sa¬ 
fari (1967) revisit a different cor¬ 
ner of colonialism: Africa. In the 
promo for The Last Safari , the se¬ 
ductive terrors of black sexuality 
are again reprised, as a white man 
goes berserk on seeing a white 
woman enthusiastically join a na¬ 
tive “mating dance.” Zulu has ele¬ 
ments of National Geographic- 
style exploitation: “See 200 Zulu 
virgins and 200 Zulu warriors 
perform their fantastic wedding 
danceF’But the trailer for this film 
shows its real hook for main¬ 
stream audiences in its mindless 
showcasing of outnumbered, 
“noble” British soldiers defending 
themselves against a sea of black 
warriors. 

Cool revolution 

At some point yet to be deter-

mined, blacks became a pivotal el¬ 
ement of the “liberal problem pic¬ 
ture,” symbols of significant social 
commentary. Since these films 
were created by whites grappling 
with the issues of the day, it’s no 
surprise that some of these trail¬ 
ers — Edge of the City (1957) and 
Raisin in the Sun (1961) —are 
ponderously introduced by 
whites, suggesting that the films 
can’t “speak for themselves” but 
must be .framed, contextualized, 
and the images they contain ulti¬ 
mately controlled by white 


spokespersons. 

Black empowerment takes 
strange forms in these trailers, for 
instance Blacula, in which 
William Marshall is the “Black 
Avenger.” This satirical film sug¬ 
gests vampirism as one way to at¬ 
tack white hegemony. The Pam 
Grier films Foxy Brown (1974) 
and Black Mama, White Mama 
(1973), an update of The Defiant 
Ones, show that at least in Sex¬ 
ploitation, black women could be 
strong, even vicious. Cool Breeze 
(1972) expropriates imperialist 
lingo in the name of the lead 
character, a dapper criminal 
named Sidney “Lord” Jones. Fan¬ 
tasies of instant wealth and fame 
through sports prowess are a con¬ 
stant thread, seen here as early as 
1952 in Harlem Globetrotters. This 
film hints that the black man 
might find reason to reject the 
role of “sports clown.” But by 
1976, with Bingo Long Traveling 
All Stars and Motor Kings, such 
doubts have been laid to rest, as 
Bingo Long (Billy Dee Williams) 
appears to enjoy making a fool of 
himself for the amusement of 
whites. That same year another 
black comedy, Norman, Is That 
You? included a screeching white 
queen in its rainbow of stereo¬ 
types. 

Blacks have contributed to 
American culture far out of pro¬ 
portion to their numbers, as evi¬ 
denced in trailers for musicals like 
St. Louis Blues (1958) and Lady 
Sings the Blues (1972). The latter 
stands out as the ultimate cine¬ 
matic rarity — a mainstream 
Hollywood feature based on the 
life of a black female entertainer. 
This film’s status as an endan¬ 
gered species is a perfect indicator 
of how far we haven t come at wel¬ 
coming certain people to Ameri¬ 
ca’s table. If you think this film 
was unusual then, try to imagine 
it being made today. T

t is a common assumption 
that the movie screen provides 
a vehicle for opening things 
up, transporting and transform¬ 
ing the viewer with radical shifts 
of time and space and showing 
the heights to which humanity 
can aspire. This may indeed be 
true for the dominant culture, 
whose members control the im¬ 
agery of cinema, but for margin¬ 
alized groups — mainly women 
and “troublesome” ethnic and 
gender minorities — the edges of 
the frame define the limits of rep¬ 
resentation. If movies themselves 
provide a ritual enactment of so¬ 
cial and cultural norms, movie 
trailers give us the same experi¬ 
ence in abbreviated, essential 
form. 

Filmmaker Jenni Olson’s latest 
trailer show, “Afro Promo,” focus¬ 
es on the images of blacks in 
mainstream and low-budget Hol¬ 
lywood films from 1946 to 1976. 
The pesky “black question” — 
how to permit black imagery 
without undermining the racist 
status quo — created enormous 
tensions during this post-war pe¬ 
riod, which, though it witnessed 
the outlawing of segregation by 
the Supreme Court and the un¬ 
folding of the Civil Rights Move¬ 
ment, was fond of images of 
blacks as mammies, pimps, 
whores and the Good Negro. 

In the earliest of these clips, 
Disney’s Song of the South (1946), 
the great Rex Ingram appears as 
the black storyteller Uncle Remus. 
The narrator on the trailer says 
his purpose is “to gently point up 
the foibles of folks,” but he’s real¬ 
ly no more than little white Bobby 
Driscoll’s comforting mentor, 
beloved but irrelevant. This char¬ 
acter — a wise and kind older-

black man whose sole raison d’etre 
is to give moral instruction to a 
confused younger white male — 
continues to flourish in Holly¬ 
wood today. Morgan Freeman, Jr. 
has played the role several times, 
most recently in Moll Flanders, 
only in this vehicle he switches 
gears and protects a young white 
girl. 

A variant of the reassuring 
mammy figure is the Good Negro, 
often represented by Sidney Poiti- 
er. In A Patch of Blue (1965), Poiti- 
er is the best friend of a blind 
white woman, played by Elizabeth 
Hartman. The trailer for the film 
toys with the concept of an inter¬ 
racial love affair, but the fact that 
Hartman is blind subtly implies 
that a white woman would have to 
be blind to love a black man.

success. Some are already familiar. 
Helena Solberg’s paean to Car¬ 
men Miranda, Bananas Is My 
Business, played locally in 1995, 
and Sonia de Vries’ Gay Cuba was 
seen at several recent festivals. 
Both are well worth another look. 

While it would certainly be a 
stretch to argue that this year’s of¬ 
ferings, which come from all over 
the Spanish-speaking world, have 
anything more in common than 
the Spanish language, there are re¬ 
curring strategies and motifs. The 
Virgin Mary cult, for example, 
forms the basis of two features, the 
documentary A Long Journey to 
Guadalupe (Juan Francisco Ur- 
rusti), and the fictional Question of 


Tamayo), a statue of Mary literal¬ 
ly holds the key to economic — 
not spiritual — salvation for an 
impoverished young girl, but this 
is a minor element in this master¬ 
ful bit of social realism.

Films from U.S. and Latin America in 
fourth annual Cine Accion festival

e olonialism is often spoken 
of in historical terms, as if 
it was a pre-20th-century 
phenomenon that was abandoned 
because it was just too barbaric 
for us moderns. In reality, a more 
discreet cultural imperialism re¬ 
placed the gross physical plunder¬ 
ing of one country by another. 
The U.S. is, as usual, the ring¬ 
leader, ruthlessly exporting what 
Wim Wenders once called “a 
whole stars and stripes culture” 
without allowing its targets to re¬ 
spond in kind. This is nowhere 
more evident than in film exhibi¬ 
tion. In spite of the physical prox¬ 
imity of Central America, Mexico, 
and Cuba, it’s almost impossible 


to know what is happening in cin¬ 
ema in those countries because 
venues are simply not available — 
the occasional rare crossover hits 
like Strawberry and Chocolate 
(1994) and Like Water for Choco¬ 
late (1992) notwithstanding. 

For this reason alone, the Cine 
Latino festival is enormously 
valuable. This is the festival’s 
fourth year, and the organizers 
have pulled together more than 70 
films and videos, including a four- 
film tribute to the recently de¬ 
ceased Cuban director Tomas 
Gutierrez Alea, and 15 more fea¬ 
tures. The films cover a wide 
range of subjects, motifs, and even 
geography, with a high degree of 


Faith (Marcos Loayza). Guadalupe 
commingles passionate interviews 
with true believers and historical 
commentary to create a portrait of 
“la Virgen” as an ever-evolving 
mixture of Christian and archaic 
images. Most fascinating are the 
descriptions of how native Indian 
cultures expropriated the Christ¬ 
ian Mary, darkened her skin, and 
deified her as a revolutionary icon, 
“the mother who answers to the 
most oppressed.” On the other 
hand, Question of Faith takes an al¬ 
most Bunuelian approach to the 
subject, with a statue of Mary a 
symbol of both hope and human 
misery. 

In Walk, Run, Fly (Augusto

geous scene where Andres is walk¬ 
ing through a dark, fog-drenched 
street holding an umbrella in one 
hand and a bouquet in the other, 
as a line of whores drift in and out 
of the mist to accost him. 

Tomas Gutierrez Alea is the 
subject of the festival’s mini-ret¬ 
rospective. Of the four features 
being shown, the 1968 Memories 
of Underdevelopment is his mas¬ 
terpiece. The first film from post¬ 
revolutionary Cuba to be released 
in the West, Memories concerns 
Sergio (Edmundo Desnoes), a 
bourgeois intellectual who em¬ 
braces the revolution without 
being able to feel it. The film is a 
brilliantly manipulated assem¬ 
blage of documentary footage 
(including Fidel), overdubs, and 
fictionalized vignettes that detail 
Sergio’s increasing detachment 
from the people and events 
around him. Along with No Re¬ 
turn Address, Walk, Run, Fly, and 
others in the festival, this film re¬ 
minds us that vital cinema exists, 
and has for decades, outside the 
bastions of U.S. and Eurocentric 
culture. ▼

he story of Sharon Bottoms,

custody battle, and a beloved 
child at the center of it all. But 
rather than milking these plot el¬ 
ements for all the melodrama 
they’re worth, the tone of Two 
Mothers for Zachary (ABC, Sept. 
22, 9 p.m.) is fairly understated. 
There are a couple of clumsy “big 
moments” — the requisite scene 
of a police officer wrenching the 
child from his screaming mother, 
for one — but for the most part 
director Peter Werner and writer 
Linda Vorhees adopt a low-key 
style and stick to the facts in dra¬ 
matizing this heartbreaking case. 

Former One Day At a Time star 
Valerie Bertinelli, in denim mini¬ 
skirt and frosted hair, tries hard to 
trash her wholesome image in her 
role as lez-from-the-wrong-side- 
of-the-tracks Jody Ann (all names 
from the Bottoms case have been 
changed), but she’s only sporadi¬ 
cally convincing. (Bertinelli is the 
most unlikely erstwhile sitcom 
star to play a lesbian since Patty 
Duke dyked it up in the 1982 fea¬ 
ture film. By Design .) As Nancy, 
the grandmother, Vanessa Red¬ 
grave has a southern accent that

his week’s tip to aspiring 
writers: If you make the only 
11 rude persons in the novel 
your villains, suspense is not a 
possibility. 

Yes I Said, Yes I Will is a ro¬ 
mance novel purporting to be a 
mystery, I think. Really, though, 
it’s hard to tell. 

Susan Meyers is a former 
junkie working for the Depart¬ 
ment of Alcohol and Substance 
Abuse (DASA) with a major case 
of lust for Rachel Smythe, a Uni¬ 
tarian minister. At the start of the 
book, their deepening friendship 
explodes into lust, sex, love, the 
whole nine yards. Returning 
home from an idyllic, and ex¬ 
hausting, weekend in the moun¬ 
tains, Susan walks into a profes¬ 
sional and personal disaster that 
threatens to destroy her and her 
relationship with Rachel. Susan is 
accused of drug-dealing, and 
when a kilo of cocaine is found in 
her house, things start to look 
mighty bleak for our gal. 

Well, not really. There’s that 


suspense problem. The villains 
are so obvious that it’s hard to 
imagine even the lunkheaded 
forces of law and order failing to 
discover the real bad guys. 

Of course Susan will be 
cleared, so why should we care 
about all the pissing and moaning 
that takes place on the way to the 
inevitable denouement? Mc¬ 
Daniel starts some interesting ex¬ 
plorations. The ease with which 
people will believe the worst of a 
former drug addict is one. 
Rachel’s fear that her calling may 
no longer be to the active min¬ 
istry is another. 

Unfortunately, McDaniel 
spends so much time on the 
bogus mystery that she can do no 
more than touch briefly on the 
real heart of her novel. That’s too 
bad, because I suspect that the au¬ 
thor has thought a lot about the 
questions she momentarily raises. 
Yes I Said, Yes I Will is an almost 
okay novel that hints at much 
more. ▼

Heart on Fire by Diana Sim- 
monds; Naiad, $10.95 

T here may be no more diffi¬ 
cult genre to write effective¬ 
ly than the romance. Now, 
I’m not talking about those ghast¬ 
ly paperbacks with muscle-bound 
men and half-dressed women on 
the cover. I mean real falling-in- 
love romance that touches the 
heart without manipulating the 
emotions. What can I say? Heart 
on Fire made me cry, and you 
know that doesn’t happen very 
often. 

Grace Davanzo is an artist who 
fled an abusive marriage to hide 
out and help out at her parents’ 
outback truck stop. The isolated 
location (it’s 400 miles to the 
nearest movie theater) is the per¬ 
fect place to mend a wounded 
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heart - and to live as a recluse 
who need never fear falling into 
another relationship. 

Until Jody arrives, that is. Jody 
Johnson, a country music star 
who recently came out to the Aus¬ 
tralian press, is on her way to a 
concert video to be filmed in the 
outback. When the bus breaks 
down at the Davanzo truck stop, 
and it takes days for the right 
parts to arrive from the nearest 
garage, the stage is set for coming 
out and getting it on. 

But... 

Simmonds is a remarkably 
skillful writer who makes what 
could be a lesbian romance cliche 
fresh and invigorating. Her explo¬ 
ration of a growing relationship 
between two women who are far 
too damaged to trust their feel¬ 
ings is moving and painfully hon¬ 
est. Her take on Grace’s parents, 
who are wonderfully accepting of 
Jody’s lesbianism right up to the 
moment that Grace and Jody start 
to be more than just friends, is 
both disturbing and stunningly 
realistic. 

Minor characters in Heart on 
Fire are richly detailed. Sim¬ 
monds’ creation of the clueless 
man is particularly impressive. 
Grace’s parents, members of 
Jody’s band, even the birds are in¬ 
dividually drawn. Simmonds does 
a great job of incorporating the 
Australian landscape into the 
novel without seeming merely to 
create a travelogue. The result is a 
world that feels authentic, a world 
in which romance is possible. 

Simmonds’ main characters 
are the gems of this novel, filled 
with the stuff of life, funny and 
hurting, wanting to love and 
afraid to trust. I liked this novel so 
much that, halfway through, I put 
it aside for two days because I did¬ 
n’t want it to end. After the forced 
separation, of course, I devoured 
the remainder because I had to 
know how it ended. Heart on Fire 
is a lovely love story, one to trea¬ 
sure. ▼

One More River to Cross: Black & 
Gay in America by Keith Boykin; 
Doubleday/Anchor, $23.95 

here is a sense of grace 
about 31-year-old Boykin, a 
St sense of energy at rest that 
can focus with a swift and stag¬ 
gering intensity. He is cool and 
hot, all youth and sagacity, expe¬ 
rience and optimistic naivete. And 
he seems on the cusp of national 
prominence as a gay leader. 

The last five years of Boykin’s 
life have been charmed — Har¬ 
vard Law School, the 1992 Clin¬ 
ton campaign, and a coveted two- 
year stint in the White House. He 
had a ring-side seat to the gays in 
the military debacle as “the only 
person in the administration 
working on these issues.” To top 
things off, Boykin, in addition to 
landing a challenging position 
with the National Black Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership Forum, has 
recently published his first book, 
One More River to Cross (Anchor 
Books; $23.95), which is earning 
critical plaudits from both queer 
and mainstream critics. 

Despite President Clinton’s 


dubious maneuverings with gays 
and lesbians, Boykin remains 
solidly behind his reelection. “We 
have to be realistic about this. It 
doesn’t mean he is a savior, it 
doesn’t mean he is a great guy, it 
doesn’t mean he did everything he 
said he was going to do. But if you 
want to have somebody who is at 
least moderately supportive of gay 
and lesbian rights in the White 
House, you have no choice but to 
vote for Bill Clinton, plain and 
simple.” 

The President’s historic April 
1993 meeting with gay and les¬ 
bian leaders was a turning point 
for Boykin. The first person to 
speak was a Los Angeles activist. 
“Mr. President, my name is Phill 
Wilson. I’m a black, gay man liv¬ 
ing with AIDS.” 

“I just couldn’t believe it,” re¬ 
calls Boykin, a sense of wonder 
still in his voice. “He was so can¬ 
did. To me it was very courageous. 
I thought, I wish there were more 
people like this, particularly peo¬ 
ple of color, who have the confi¬ 
dence to see themselves and say it 
publicly.” 

Their friendship grew as Wil¬ 
son returned for other meetings. 
“When he would leave he would 
kiss me — on my lips. In front of

Nearly Roadkill: An Infobahn 
Erotic Adventure by Caitlin Sulli¬ 
van and Kate Bornstein; High 
Risk Books, $13.99 

hey claim the novel is dead, 
all the old forms having 
been used up, but Nearly 
Roadkill is here to demonstrate 
the unfolding of still more possi¬ 
bilities. A collaboration of gender 
outlaw Kate Bornstein and Seattle 
co-author Caitlin Sullivan, Nearly 
Roadkill is an exciting but some¬ 
times confusing collage e-mail 
novel. The work has been pieced 
together from numerous sources, 
including chat room conversa¬ 
tions, newspaper articles, and pri¬ 
vate journal entries. It resembles a 
play with character lines and ac¬ 
tions bracketed between colons, 
an e-mail convention, among oth¬ 
ers, that twists and turns language 
around to invent new codes of 
meaning. Though no ordinary 
novel, Nearly Roadkill adheres to 
standard novelistic forms insofar 
as it contains a plot, chronology, 
characters, and a big fat climax. 

The book relays the love affair 
between two mysterious gender- 
shifting, persona-mutating enti¬ 
ties in the transformative and 
rapidly evolving medium of cy¬ 
berspace. There will be no picnics 
in the park for this couple. Wine 
and Scratch meet online and 
jump immediately into the cyber¬ 
sack, an act which leaves them 
breathless and progresses into a 
relationship that challenges all 
perceptions of fixed identity and 
gender. 

Wine plays a long-haired boy 
to Scratch’s dominant female, 
Scratch a butch to Wine’s femme, 
Wine a young man to Scratch’s 
bloodthirsty medieval mistress. 
These inventive creatures even 
have their own set of pronouns to 
match their gender-neutral states 
of being: ze, hir, hirself. 

By surpassing the ordinary 
boundaries prescribed in real

time, multiple parts of their per¬ 
sonalities meet, engage and love. 
The not-so romantic backdrop of 
their union(s) is government in¬ 
tervention and Net censorship; se¬ 
rious issues are emerging in this 
new medium, and in spite of its 
playful, rollicking and steamy 
sides, Nearly Roadkill does not fail 
to address them. 

Scratch and Wine are in trou¬ 
ble for failing to register with a 
system created by the government 
to utilize the Internet as a giant 
marketing venue. They refuse to 
“submit to pronouns” and there¬ 
fore cannot check an M or F box 
on the'government form under 
gender. This slight initial infrac¬ 
tion snowballs into charges of 
child porn, high treason and gun¬ 
shots, and the entire Net commu¬ 
nity becomes involved: hackers, 
techno-sorceresses, the Rainbow 
Coalition online, cyber spies, the 
police, and yes, even teenage boys. 

This fantastical romp in a new 
universe of boundary-busting sex 
and politics culminates in a mo¬ 
mentous act of civil disobedience, 
inspiring and urging readers to 
take the cyber reins into their own 
hands as we all gallop towards the 
next frontier. T 


everybody. In front of the Secret 
Service. The first time it was very 
embarrassing and I said to myself, 
‘Oh my god, I can’t believe he is 
doing this.’ And then after a while, 
I realized that this is how we 
change our culture and society, by 
just being who we are, by being 
comfortable about it and not 
being ashamed.” 

Building bridges 

Wilson eventually recruited 
Boykin to be executive director of 
the National Black Gay and Les¬ 
bian Leadership Forum. Boykin 
has spent the last year tearing 
around the country trying to 
build the critical mass needed to 
transform NBGLF into an organi¬ 
zation with a national scope. 

“Wherever there is a gathering 
of black people there are going to 
be black gay people — at the 
NAACP, the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, black 
family reunions,” says Boykin. 
“We want to be a part of those 
groups, we want to build bridges. 

“One thing we have to be clear 
about,” he stresses, “is that the in¬ 
terest of the black gay and lesbian 
community isn’t always consistent 
with the interests of the overall 
gay and lesbian community and 
the overall black community. 
Where there are differences, we 
are going to be there to point 
them out.” 

Boykin faced a daunting chal¬ 
lenge immediately upon assum¬ 
ing the job. Louis Farrakhan was 
organizing the Million Man 
March. Whether or not to partic¬ 
ipate became a hotly debated

topic within the black communi¬ 
ty, especially among gays. Wilson 
was a leading advocate for partic¬ 
ipation, and he slowly won over 
an initially skeptical Boykin. 

They ended up leading a con¬ 
tingent of openly gay marchers 
who, like a vast number of other 
participants, defined for them¬ 
selves what their presence meant. 
Boykin says they gained a “sense 
of empowerment” from con¬ 
fronting their fears. “That, to me, 
was the strongest message, that we 
believe in ourselves. We have the 
courage to say who we are. That 
our community, the black com¬ 
munity, accepts us and they re¬ 
spect us more for doing that.” 

Last year, in the months be¬ 
tween the White House and the 
Leadership Forum, Boykin wrote 
the first draft of One More River to 


Cross: Black & Gay in America. It 
grew from a seed planted in law 
school, a paper on “the intersec¬ 
tion of race and sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” 

He thought of turning it into a 
legal article but chaffed at the dry 
format, so he put together a book 
proposal for a more popular ap¬ 
proach. The day negotiations 
wrapped up, “within 15 minutes I 
had resigned,” he says grinning 
with enthusiasm. “I was ready to 
leave the White House.” 

Boykin says he wrote the book 
“for several audiences, for the 
black community and the gay and 
lesbian community primarily, 
with the expectation that each 
group can learn about the other.” 
The book incorporates a mix of 
different approaches — it’s part 
autobiography, part a retelling of 
others’ experiences, part reasoned 
argument. 

A principal theme of One More 
River to Cross is the question of 
whether blacks and gays can claim 
equal status as disenfranchised 
minorities, whether both have ex¬ 
perienced the same kind of dis¬ 
crimination. “Of course they are 
not,” says Boykin. “But it doesn’t 
matter — it still hurts.” Individual 
chapters are devoted to the sub¬ 
jects of homophobia, racism, and 
the black church. 

Boykin is a natural writer. He 
weaves theory and anecdote to¬ 
gether seamlessly and with great 
economy. There is honesty with¬ 
out angst, candor without histri¬ 
onics. This is one of those rare 
books that truly can be called “a 
good read.” ▼ 
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Illuminating genius

C elebrity biographies often 
consist of little more than 
the names attached to 
them, so when three good ones 
about seminal figures in popular 
American music are published 
within weeks of each other, music 
lovers have a reason to celebrate. 
American music, and those who 
are making it, are now being given 
critical consideration, and the 
three biographies mentioned here 
go some distance in shedding 
light on a handful of the artists 
who have helped shape our native 
music during the latter half of this 
century. 

Introspective 

Lush Life: A Biography of Billy 
Strayhorn by David Hajdu; Far¬ 
rar, Straus & Giroux, $27.50 

He was the sole composer of 
“Take the ‘A Train,” although 
many thought Duke Ellington 
himself had written what became 
his musical signature. William 
Thomas Strayhorn, or “Billy” as 
he was known among friends, was 
a true musical genius, one who in¬ 
sisted on living an openly gay life, 
which was no easy thing in the 
1940s, particularly for a black jazz 
musician. As a small boy living in 
poverty in Pittsburgh, Strayhorn 
expressed himself in music, writ¬ 
ing sophisticated recitative and 
advanced harmony while still in 
high school. Although he yearned 
for a career in the concert hall, it 
was through his partnership with 
Duke Ellington, which lasted 
from 1938 until his death in 1967 
from cancer and alcohol abuse, 
that Strayhorn gained fame, albeit 
always in the shadow of his more 
famous collaborator. A quiet man 
possessed of a fierce inner 
strength, his songs are imbued 
with an intense amount of feeling, 
qualities evident in the recollec¬ 
tions of songstress Lena Horne, 
with whom he began a lifelong 
friendship in 1941. About Stray¬ 
horn, Horne said: 

“He was soft-spoken. I liked 
him immediately, that’s very un¬ 
usual for me, because I’m very in¬ 
ward. He could tell I was a person 
who had missed a lot in life and 
wanted to know everything, and 
he was so bright, so very scholar¬ 
ly. We talked about everything ... 
what it was like to be a woman 
and what it was like to be a man, 
and about how mixed up each of

the sexes were and how better off 
we’d all be if we were even more 
mixed up together. He was just 
everything that I wanted in a 
man, except he wasn’t interested 
in me sexually. We were in love, 
anyway. He was the only man I 
ever really loved.” 

Almost as remarkable as Lena 
Horne’s impassioned remarks is 
Ellington’s powerful, uncharacter¬ 
istically emotional tribute to the 
composer, read by Duke at Stray- 
horn’s memorial service. Hadju 
has included it in its entirety in 
Lush Life. 

One of Strayhorn’s friends re¬ 
calls that he was “serious, but 
nice, easy and honest.” These 
words might also be used to de¬ 
scribe his life as a gay man: 
though not closeted, neither was 
he flamboyant. At least two of the 
musician’s former lovers re¬ 
mained close with Strayhorn 
until his death, and it wasn’t long 
after he received a diagnosis of 
terminal cancer in 1964 that he 
began a relationship with Bill 
Grove, a graphic designer two 
years his junior. Marian Logan, a 
longtime friend, recalls that 
“Stray finally looked like he had 
the kind of thing he really want¬ 
ed, but he knew it wouldn’t be for 
long.” 

David Hadju is a biographer of 
rare accomplishment. He brings 
to life a complex man who lived 
with uncommon courage and de¬ 
termination, even as he struggled 
with the complex challenges of his 
partnership with another musical 
genius, alcoholism, and being 
black and gay. Lush Life is an ex¬ 
emplary portrait of a contempo¬ 
rary musical artist and his times. 


Surviving rhythms 

Blue Rhythms: Six Lives in 
Rhythm and Blues by Chip Def- 
faa; University of Illinois Press, 
$29.95 

“You got to live ’em a little to 
sing ’em,” says veteran r8cb queen 
Ruth Brown, whose hits 
“Teardrops from My Eyes” and 
“Mama He Treats Your Daughter 
Mean” made her the most popu¬ 
lar black female singer of the early 
’50s. From the mid-1940s until 
the early ’60s, rhythm and blues 
rose to prominence in black com¬ 
munities, and through the success 
of Ruth Brown and LaVern Baker, 
among others, crossed racial lines 
commercially. Popular music with 
a black sensibility, rooted in blues 
and church music, appealed to a 
post-swing era audience for 
whom bebop, another emerging 
music, was less accessible. The 
sextet of singers profiled here, 
which includes Brown and Baker, 
Little Jimmy Scott, Charles 
Brown, Floyd Dixon and Jimmy 
Witherspoon, provides a resonant 
group portrait of the music-mak¬ 
ers whose emotional and often 
unruly styles prefigured the com¬ 
ing of rock-and-roll. The straight¬ 
forward, first-hand accounts of 
these artists’ early lives, loves, and 
professional vicissitudes reflect a 
joyful sense of musical communi¬ 
ty, and are remarkably free of bit¬ 
terness about the injustices — 
both racial and professional — 
visited upon them by unscrupu¬ 
lous record biz execs.

Danish modem 

Hampson, Swenson shine in

t the San Francisco Opera’s 
premiere last Thursday, of 
Ambroise Thomas’ Hamlet 
in the Orpheum Theatre, the 
company put together the operat¬ 
ic equivalent of a delicious, 
gourmet French dinner, and then 
served it on Styrofoam plates with 
plastic forks. 

Thomas’ opera has an enticing 
score full of wonderful tunes, in¬ 
teresting orchestral color, some 
delightful ensembles, and provides 
ample opportunity for really good 
singers to dazzle audiences with 
their artistry. In the right hands it 
is a thoroughly entertaining 
evening, which is what 19th-cen¬ 
tury Parisian audiences wanted. 
Late 20th-century curmudgeons 
who grouse that Thomas’ 1868 
Hamlet is not Shakespeare’s Ham¬ 
let miss the point. Champagne is 
not Burgundy either, but no one 
in his right mind would expect it 
to be. Vive la difference! Kudos to 
the SF Opera for staging this rarely 
performed work and for casting it 
so strongly. 

In the title role, baritone 
Thomas Hampson was superb. 
There is something about the 
French language that seems to 
bring out Hampson’s best quali¬ 
ties. He was fully in command of 
his lush voice. The baritone could 
sing softly, loudly, play with 
words, and create a riveting char¬ 
acter — which made the times he 
barked, especially in the famous 
“Drinking Song,” unfortunate. (It 
is understandable that some 
members of the company refer to 
the opera as “Tomlet.”) 

Soprano Ruth Ann Swenson, 
as Ophelie, was every bit as good. 
The slightly reticent, fey character 
suits Swenson’s stage persona as 
perfectly as the score suits her 
voice. Picky people might quibble 
about her trills losing volume and 
some notes in a scale passage not 


being as rich as others, but per¬ 
haps these are part of the singer’s 
characterization. 

Robert Lloyd’s sumptuous, 
resonate bass and commanding 
presence were perfect for 
Claudius, qualities also evident in 
the singing of basses Kevin J. Lan- 
gan (the Ghost of Hamlet’s Fa¬ 
ther) and Adler Fellow John Re- 
lyea (Polonius). As Gertrude, 
mezzo Judith Forst provided a 
master class in how to take over 
the stage, but there was more than 
a whiff of Santuzza about her per¬ 
formance. Still, she was fun to 
watch. Unfortunately, the Laerte 
of tenor Benoit Boutet was too 
tremulous to be effective. 

In his company debut, con¬ 
ductor Yves Abel kept things mov¬ 
ing nicely while also allowing the 
singers to polish and mold their 
phrases. Alas, the scintillating or¬ 
chestral colors in the score did not 
come from the Orpheum’s pit. 
The solo woodwinds were inaudi¬ 
ble and the strings often sounded 
whiny. Quirky acoustics, perhaps? 

Set fights the music 

The evening’s numerous 
strengths were severely undercut 
by Colin Graham’s production, 
especially Gerard Howland’s as¬ 
tonishingly ugly unit set: imagine 
a 1950s suburban basement refin¬ 
ished in Danish modern from K- 
mart — after an earthquake. All 
the cheap-looking components 
were at an angle (people who get 
seasick should bring Dra- 
mamine), which must have made 
movement around the set difficult 
for the singers, to say nothing of 
the players and acrobats. The only 
good part of the set was when its 
back turned into giant steps for 
the Ghost. Otherwise it fought the 
music and the drama in every 
way. How much longer will the SF 
Opera encourage Howland to 
needlessly undermine the work of 
the singers, orchestra, and chorus?

Jazz man 

Harold Arlen: Rhythm Rainbows 
& Blues by Edward Jablonski; 
Northeastern University Press, 
$29.95 

During her legendary 1961 
Carnegie Hall Concert, Judy Gar¬ 
land invited “the man who wrote 
most of the songs we’re doing 
tonight” to take a bow. In addition 
to “Over The Rainbow,” Harold 
Arlen composed the music for 
some of America’s most enduring 
popular classics, including 
“Stormy Weather,” “Get Happy,” 
“The Man That Got Away,” and 
“Come Rain Or Come Shine.” His 
lyricists and collaborators were 
among the best: Johnny Mercer, 
Ira Gershwin, E.Y. Harburg, and 
Ted Koehler. Yet, ironically, Arlen 
remains a shadowy figure. 

For the 1954 Broadway adap¬ 
tation of House of Flowers, consid¬ 
ered by many to be among the 


finest scores ever composed, 
Arlen’s melodies were set to lyrics 
by Truman Capote, whose obser¬ 
vations about the composer are 
insightful: “There, inside a world 
of sound, he is always courageous, 
intelligent, incapable of cliche. His 
songs invariably contain some 
melodic surprise, some ‘difficulty’ 
which is one of the reasons he has 
not had the recognition he de¬ 
serves. He is too versatile and in¬ 
ventive to have created a large sin¬ 
gle image, an Arlen ‘sound,’ in the 
sense that Porter and Gershwin 
have a sound. Of course, for those 
who really know his music, Arlen 
has a sound, a style, that is imme¬ 
diately recognizable, one more 
haunting than any of his contem¬ 
poraries.” 

Arlen inherited his love of 
music from his father, who was a 
popular cantor. By age 16 he’d 
dropped out of high school to 
form his own dance band. He 
knew and admired the Broadway 
masters, but it was the music of 
jazz men, both black and white, 
that excited young Arlen, and 
whose influence was reflected in 
his own blues-permeated 
melodies. 

Edward Jablonski’s current 
volume benefits from a treasure 
trove of Arlen material previously 
unavailable for his earlier (1961) 
biography, Harold Arlen: Happy 
With the Blues. This new tome is a 
fuller portrait of Arlen’s life,

Gallery-a-go-go 


T he art season is upon us, and it 
can be hard to keep track of all 
the offerings. Here are a few ex¬ 
hibits definitely worth checking out: 

• Reclusive Bay Area artist Jess gar¬ 
nered deserved national attention a 
few years back when his retrospective 
opened at SFMOMA and then trav¬ 
eled to New York. Through 9/28, 
Gallery Paule Anglim is showing 
“Early Paste-ups,” the artist’s preferred 
term for his witty, inventive collages, 
which, though smaller and less color¬ 
ful than his paintings, pack a similar 
metaphysical punch. (14 Geary; 433- 
2710) 

• Also at Paule Anglim, an astound¬ 
ing series of trompe Voeil clocks creat¬ 
ed by LA-based artist Tim Hawkin- 
son. The minute and hour hands 
might be the filaments of a “lightbulb,” 
or two hairs in a “brush”- these work¬ 
ing marvels have to be seen to be be¬ 
lieved. Hawkinson is an artist who ev¬ 
idently likes working with scale: at the 
opposite end of the telescope from 
these small, subtle objects is his show 
of latex monstrosities currently at 
Center for the Arts (through 10/27), 
aptly titled “Humongolous.” (701 Mis¬ 
sion; 978-ARTS) 

• From its beginnings in the Mis¬ 
sion to its current Yerba Buena site, 
Capp Street Project has consistently 
offered adventurous new art. Now 
Capp Street has unveiled an extensive 
renovation of its exhibition space, a 
makeover designed to accommodate 
large installations. The first installation 
in the reconfigured space (through 
11/2) is conceptualist Mona Ha- 
toum’s “Current Disturbance,” a min¬ 
imalist grid of caged lightbulbs which 
flicker on and off, plunging the gallery 
into darkness. (525 2nd St.; 495-7101) 
• The illustration below is a detail 
from “Jigsaw,” part of a selection of 
“New Paintings, Drawings & Works on 
Paper” by Kico Govantes at Terrain 
(through 10/5). Govantes has perfect¬ 
ed a style of all-over figuration which 
uses stick figures, palimpsests and ex¬ 
pressive illustration to great effect.
